ROUGH RIDERS 


Twelve Americans Perish and at Least Fifty Fall 
Wounded in a Charge Near Santiago, 


Cen. Young and Col, Wood With Less Than a Thousand Cavalrymen 
Drive Two Thousand Spaniards into the City. 


FIRED AT FROM BRUSH AND BLOCKHOUSE THEY STORM BOTH. 


Dozens of the Enemy Found Dead 


in the Thickets, but His Loss Must 


Exceed That Number—Four Troops Each of the First and Tenth 
Cavairy Unite With the Westerners—Although the Hidaigos Had Every 
Advantage They Were Routed After a Fight of an Hour—Names of 
the Victims—Capt. Capron of Troop L Among the Number—Correspon- 
dent Edward Marshall of the New York Journal Gets it in the Small 
of the Back—Ten More Brave Men Will Probably Give Up Their Lives 
on Foreign Soil, but the Americans Now Hold the Threshold. 


ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS DISPATCH BOAT WANDA, 
off Juragua, Friday afternoon, June 
24, via Playa del Este (Guantanamo 
Bay,) June 24, 8 p.m.—This morning 
(Friday) four troops of the First Cav- 
alry, four troops of, the Tenth Cav- 
alry and eight troops of the rough 
riders, less than one thousand men in 
all, dismounted and attacked 2000 
Spaniards in the thickets within five 
miles of Santiago de Cuba. 

The Americans beat the enemy back 
into the city, but left the following 
dead upon the field:

At least fifty Americans were 
wounded, including six officers. Sev- 
eral of the wounded will die. 

Twelve dead Spaniards were found 


in the bushes after the fight, but their 
loss was doubtless far in excess of 
that. 
Gen. Young commanded the expedi- 
tion and was with the regulars, while 
Col. Wood directed the operations of 
the rough riders, several miles west. 
Both parties struck the Spaniards 
about the same time, and the fight 
lasted an hour. The Spaniards opened 
fire from the thickets, and had every 
‘advantage of numbers and position, 
but the troops drove them back from 
their station, stormed the  block- 
house around which they made a final 
stand, and sent them scattering over 
the mountains. | 
The cavalrymen were afterward re- 
inforced ‘by the Seventh, Twelfth and 
Seventeenth Infantry, part of the 
Ninth Cavalry, and the Second Massa- 
chusetts and Seventy-first New York. 
The Americans now hold the posi- 
tion at the threshold of Santiago de 
Cuba, with more troops going forward 
constantly, and they are preparing for 


a final assault upon the city. The 
officers wounded were:

SHAFTER DOESN'T REPORT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIIT KEPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Notwith- 
standing the official Spanish reports 
of heavy fighting between the Ameri- 
can invading army and the Spanish 
troops near Santiago, army officials 
here are confident that no engage- 
ment of any moment has occurred be- 
tween these troops. Part of the land- 
ing project was a movement in force 
by the Cubans across the country to 
prevent the Spanish forces concen- 
trated upon the beach to oppose the 
landing of the American troops. Taken 
in connection with Sampson's plan of 
blinding the Spanish to the real land- 
ing place by an indiscriminate shelling 
of the coast for twenty miles east and 
west, this scheme worked admirably 
so far as the American troops are con- 
cerned, as was evident by their land- 
ing without the loss of a man. 

It is suspected, however, that the 
Cubans have had to pay for this ex- 
emption on the part of the Americans, 
and that the engagement described in 
the Spanish dispatches was really be- 
tween the Cubans and Spaniards, far 
back in the rear, instead of between 
the Americans and Spaniards. Seeing 
that the Cubans, who were almost 
without clething, have been literally 
supplied by Shafter and Sampson, it 
is conceivable that the Spaniards 
might easily mistake them for Ameri- 
can soldiers at a little distance. 

The news coming from Jamaica that 
Gen. Pando Is sending heavy reinforce- 
ments to the Spanish general, Linares, 
in. Santiago, is likely to have the ef- 
fect of hastening the campaign against 
that town by the Americans. Pando 
has 10,000 soldiers at Holguin, less than 
one hundred miles from Santiago. They 
are the pick of the Spanish army in 
Cuba, and their commander is known 
as the fighting general. Were they 
to combine with the Spanish force in 
Santiago, the American campaign 
would be very much prolonged, and 
the task set for our troops would he 
much heavier. Two factors have been 
relied upon to prevent this combina- 
tion. The first is the very rough na- 
ture of the country between Holguin 
and Santiago, which would be exceed- 
ingly difficult for troops to cover in 
less than four or five days at the aar- 
liest. The second is the active efforts 
of the Cubans to harass the Spaniards 
on the march and retard their move- 
ments. With the force they now have 
in that country, the Cubans could do 
this very effectually. but they could 
scarcely undertake to absolutely check 
the whole Spanish force of 10,000 men. 

The reports from Santiago indicat- 
that the Spanish admiral is using his 
squadron exactly as was anticipated. 
to defend the town from attack by sol. 
diers in the rear. This only emphasized

ceived. Shortly before 2 o'clock the 


story of the engagement was read to 
the Secretary through a telephone. As 
the names of the killed and wounded 
were read, the Secretary counted the 
numbers aloud, apparently making note 
of them as they reached him. 

While the Secretary expressed the 
deepest regret for the loss of the offi- 
cers and men, he was greatly gratified 
to learn that the American forces had 
achieved what appears to be a decisive 


victory. So great was the interest Sec- 
retary Alger manifested in the battle 


that he requested that, notwithstand- 
ing he lateness of_the hour, he be given 
any further particulars received. No 
further information concerning the offi- 
cers and men killed in the engagement 
could be obtained at the War Depart- 
ment, as no official having charge of 
the muster rolls was on duty. 

Capt. Allyn K. Capron of Troop L, 
Roosevelt's rough riders, who is among 
the killed, was a son of Capt Allyn 
Capron of the First Artillery, 
and was well known in Washing- 
ton. He was a second lieutenant of 
the Seventh Cavalry and was recently 
promoted to be a captain in the volun- 
teer service, and was given command of 
Troop L of the rough riders. He was 
a young and dashing officer, and was 
regarded by his superior as one of the 
most promising cavalry officers in the 
service. 


SEVENTEEN REPORTED KILLED. 


Casualties Greater Than First An- 
nounced—Spanish Houted. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TQTHE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, June 25.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Journal special from 
Playa del Este, Cuba, says the casual- 
ties in the fatal charge today of the 
rough riders, First and Tenth Regular 
Cavalry, Massachusetts Volunteers, 
and a detachment of Cubans, between 
Juragua and Santiago, were greater 
than at first supposed. There were 
seventeen killed.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The war its 
to be carried into Africa, metaphorically 
speakine, if Spain is foolhardy enough 
to send the Cadiz fleet through th e 
Suez Canal to attack Dewey in the 
Philippines. It is announced on good 
authority that before the last Spanish 
vessel has passed through the canal, 
an American squadron will be steam- 
ing at full speed straight across the 
Atlantic for the coast of #nain, to 
bring the war home to the Spanish peo- 
ple. 


There is no doubt that Dewey can 
take care of himself against this Cadiz 
leet, since his own squadron will be 
reinforced by ironclads long before Ca- 
mara’s ships sight Manila bay, and 
he will have the shore batteries with 
him instead of against him in the 
struggle. But it has been concluded 
by the administration that nothing 
save the most severe measures will 
suffice to bring the Spanish people to a 
realizing’ sense of the hopeleseness of 
the continuance of the present war, and 
even kindness, it is held, will dictate 
such a blow as that which it is pro- 
posed to administer if the Spanish per=" 
sist in this last project. * 7 


After the fall of Santiago and the © 
canture of destruction of Cervera’s 
squadron, Sampson will have an abun- 
dance of vessels to spare for the task 
set forth. Probably he will constitute 
the attacking fleet in two squadrons, 
the first a flying squadron to be com- 
posed of the swiftest vessels of the 
fleet, such as the Columbia, Minneap- 
olis, Harvard, Yale, St. Paul and New 
Orleans and such craft. This will be 
followed by another command, either 
under Sampson or Schley, by the bat- 
tleships which Capt. Clark’s experience 
with the Oregon has shown can easily 
be counted on for the voyage across the 
Atlantic. With the Iowa, Oregon, In- 
diana, Massachusetts and Texas, all 
battleships, supplementing the New 
York and Brooklyn, armored cruisers, 
and the most powerful but speedy ves- 
sels of the flying squadron, the Span- 
ish coast would be speedily swept clear 
of all commerce, all Spanish shipping 
would be destroyed, and some of the 
best norts blockaded or bombarded. 

No official news came to the War 
Department during office hours from 
our army near Santiago. This was a 
cause for mild surprise at the depart- 
ment, as Gen. Shafter has a cable at 
his command, and it was expected he 
would report the measure of success 
he has attained in the debarkation of 
his army on Cuban soll, and the be- 
ginning of operations against Santiago. 
However, the general has the reputa- 
tion here as being a man of deeds 
rather than words, and of not being 
given to over many official reports. Not 
hearing from him, the officials were 
obliged to rely for information entirely 
upon press reports. They found these 
highly satisfactory. 

Secretary Alger expressed particular 

gratification at the news that the 
troops had reached a point within 
seventmiles of Moro Castle, without 
encountering serious resistance. The 
direction taken by the treops after 
landing at Baiquiri—tending gen-rally 
westward—is taken in some quarters 
here to indicate a purpose to unite 
with Sampson's fleet im an attack on 
Moro Castle and the other forts at the 
entrance of Santiago Harbor, before 
turning their attention to the town it- 
self. Once the forts are captured, 
Sampson with small boats could reach 
the mines, and if, as reported, the 
Merrimac does not completely obstruct 
the channel, some of the battleships 
may be sent in to deal with Cervera’s 
squadron in its last resort. Something 
of this kind is believed to be necessary 
in order to ‘relieve cur troops from the 
fire of the Spanish fleet when they at- 
tack Santiago directly. 
Ore or two of the big battleships, 
supplemented*by a few torpedo Loats, 
could be relied upon to keep Cervera’s 
squadron so fully occupied that he 
would have no time ta get to the 
troops attacking Santiago from the 
rear. 

For the first time today, there was 
a reliable announcement of the inten- 
tion of Gen. Miles to go to Cuba to 
participate im the operations there be- 
fore the campaign is extended to Porto 
Rico. The time of his departure is as 
yet unsettled. 

With great satisfaction, the Navy 
Department today published Sampson's 
statement that Hobson and his men 


are well, an‘ not in the line of fire, It 
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was also noted that Sampson finds no 
dificulty in having his flag of truce re- 
spected, which is gratifying, in view 
of the statement coming from Havana 
some days ago, that there was to be a 
lapse into barbarism through fhe re- 
fusal of the Spaniards to recognize 
flags of truce. 

AN AGENT'S TELEGRAM. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The State 
Department has just received advices 
confirming the report that the Spanish 
Cadiz squadron is in the Mediterran- 
ean, movine eastward. The dispatch 
came from an agent of the Department 
in Algiers. and was as follows:

A SPECTACULAR DISPLAY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, June 24.—That the 
Spanish Cadiz fleet is proceeding 
steadily eastward is no longer doubted 
here. Trusted agents of the govern- 


ment on the shores of the Mediterran- 
ean are watching every movement of 
the ships, and availing themselves of 
every reliable source of information. 
So when word came from one of these 
agents today that the squadron was 
sighted off Pantellaria day before yes- 
terday, the officials were bound to ac- 
cept the statement as beyond ques- 
tion. The first report to that effect, 
which came through an Italian news- 


paper, was taken with the same reser- 


vation, owing to the known effort of 
the Spanish government to mislead our 
naval authorities by just such means 
in friendly newspapers. 

y the reckoning of the naval of- 
ficers the squadron should be now near- 
ing Candia, south of Greece. At the 
rate they are progressing, the squad- 
ron should reach Port Said, at the en- 
trance to the Suez Canal, about Mon- 
day or Tuesday. Beyond this point 
it is not believed that the squadron 
will go, for it is @nfidently felt that 
the whole Spanish movement is noth- 
ing more than a spectacular display 
gotten up to meet the irresistible de- 
mand of the Spanish populace, and 
particularly the Clerical party, that 
something should be done to save the 
Philippines to Spain. There is a ques- 
tion whether the canal authorities wil! 
allow the heavy Spanish armored ships 
to risk the passage of the canal, even 
if Admiral Camara is willing to under- 
take it. Their draft of water is go 
great that they might easily ground in 
the canal, and thus obstruct it to navi- 
gation indefinitely. 

But even if all these expectations are 


» not well founded, the naval! officers are 


confident of Dewey's ability to resist 
attack by the Spanish squadron. Ac- 
cording to their calculation the splen- 
did double-turreted monitor Monterey 
is very near Manila, under convoy of 
the Brutus, and her arrival may be ex- 
pected within two or three days. There 
is not an iron-clad in Camara’s force 
that would care to stand before her. 
Then it must be remembered that long 
before the Cadiz squadron could pos- 
sibly reach Manila Ray, Gen. Merritt's 
troops will be, in conjunction with the 
insurgents, in possession of all the 
forts surounding the harbor, and the 
Spanish «uns, being manned by Ameri- 
can artillerymen, will be expected to 
give a better account of themselves 
than they did when trained against 
Dewey. 


SHOWED NO COLORS.

LONDON, June 25.—A report from 
Algeria says the British steamer 
Hampton reports that the passed Ad- 
miral Camar’s squadron, including five 
or six cruisers and about twelve trans- 
ports, Wednesday morning, sailing at 
half-speed to the eastward.

MORE TRANSPORTS PURCHASED.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—An impor- 
tant addition to the War bepartment's 
feet of forty-one vessels available for 
transports and freight service was an- 
nounced today. Eight large Ships of 
Over 3600 tons burden each have been 
purchased for use on the Atlantic 
Coast. Seven of the eight were ob- 
tained from the Atlantic transporta- 
tion lines. Heretofore the practice ef 
the War Department has been to char- 
ter all the vessels which it has used. 
and the announcement today of the 
acquisiton of the ships by purchase is 
cistinetly a new departure in the pol- 
icy of the government, due, it ts he- 
lieved, to the fact that the owners and 
agents of the various companies here- 
tofore have asked such high prices, The 
purchase price of the ships secured from 
the Atlantic Transport Line was not 
stated at the department. but it is 
understood that the amount approxi- 
mated $4,000,000. All the vessels of 
this line are to be delivered to the 
government at New York. 

Today's acquisition is presumod to 
be a decidedly forward step in the ar- 
rangements for the Porto Rico expedi- 
tion, Added to the ships already avail- 
able for this expedition, the eight ves- 
sels make up a fleet that wil trans- 
port an army fully two-thirds and 
probably as large as that which Gen. 
Shafter took with him. Nine of the

MAPPING THE WAY.

ON BOARD ASSOCIATED PRESS 
DISPATCH BOAT DAUNTLESS, off 
Juragua, province of Santiago de Cuba, 
Thursday night, June 23, via Port An- 
tonio, Jamaica, Friday, June 24, 7 a.m. 
—The Associated Press correspondeit 
accompanied Col. Wagner of Gen. Law- 
ton's staff, a topographer and a Cuban 
escort yesterday afternoon, when the 
advance was made in the direction of 
Santiago, all around the Amer- 
ican landing, and found a. faith- 
ful cordon of ~»biack, half-naked, 
hungry Cubans, armed with rifles 
landed by Lieutenant-Commander 
Delehanty'’s two expeditions. Fur- 
ther west one of the outposts who had 
had nothing to eat since 2 o'clock a.m., 
supped with them on raw cocvanuts. 
The Cubansare cheerful and apparently 
well satisfied. The outposts are com- 
posed of from six to twenty-five men 
each. 

Furnished with an escort for a recon- 
noissance party to the next post, Col. 
Wagner proceeded to Demajaya, which 
is marked on the military information 
map as a town, but is really.only the 
ruins of a big hacienda, overgrown 
with oleanders and other brilliant trop- 
ical flowering plants and sheltering the 
almost naked, sunburnt outposts. They 
cheerfully shared their cocoanuts witb 
the Americans. This point is on the 
main Santiago road, the character of 
which is a revelation to the American 
officers, despite the reports of its uni- 
form badnegs. It is overgrown on both 
sides, and is an impenetrable jungle 
of tropical foliage. Col. Wagner 
mapped the road to Demajaya. Ke- 
turning, he found the Second Massa- 
chusetts, the Twelfth Infantry, the 
Tenth Cavalry and the Twenty-fifth 
Infantry camped along the narrow road 
in a continuous column from the land- 
ing place. 

“While Col. Wagner was at Dema- 
jaya, a Cuban runner brought the news 
of a skirmish of their forces with the 
Spaniards’ rear guard, who _ burned 
Baiquiri before retreating, at 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning. The Cuban ad- 
vance, which reached Baiquiri at 9 
a.m., reported the Spaniards brought 
them to bay at Juraguacita, six miles 
west of Baiquiri. A few volleys were 
exchanged, but as the Spanish had en- 
trenchments, the Cubans marked them 
down, and left a guard to watch them, 
returning with the news to the Ameri- 
can outposts. Col. recon- 
noissance continued this morning. Gen. 
Lawton expects.a brush with the 
Spanish near Juraguacita soon after 
sunrise. It is estimated that it is only 
fifteen miles by the road from this 
point to Santiago. 

At this rate of movement the Ameri- 
cans should be within striking distance 
in a few days. The subsequent work 
in the capture of the town will depend 
on the strength of its defenses and 
the resistance. The defenses are re- 
ported strong. Officers in authority 
here, however, profess to expect short 
work. They say the town is valueless 
as a base, and unworthy of the exer- 
tion of capture except for the fleet 
now there. They say they hope that 
the town if captured can be made prac- 
tically impregnable for holding by a 
small American foree, and that the 
remainder of the fleet and the regulars 
will immediately be dispatched to San 
Juan de Porto Rico. 

There ig a strong feeling here that 
Porto Rico is the next objective point, 
and the regulars are anxious to be 
in at the death. Seven Cubans have 
been found horribly mutilated. 


CABINET MEETING, 


Peaceful Nature. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The only 
important development at today’s Cabi- 
net meeting was the positive settlement 
of the question of the attitude of Ger- 
many with respect to the Philippines. 
The Secretary of State has received 
assurances which setile beyond ques- 
tion all doubts on this point. Germany 
has no intention, present or prospective, 
of iterfering in any way with the pol- 
icy or plans of the United States in 
regard to the occupation of the islands. 
Its attitude has been and will continue 
to be one of strict neutrality. 

This statement, coming from high of- 
ficial sources, is accepted by this gOv- 
ernment in perfect good faith and is 
regarded as final and concluusive. No 
attention will be paid by this govern- 
ment to any reports to the contrary, 
which are constantly being sent out, 
it is believed, in the interest of Spain. 
Official reports received from Admiral 
Dewey at Manila state that there never 
has been an intimation that Germany 
or any other nation by its naval repre- 
sentative had ever shown the least dis- 
position to overstep the line of strict 
neutrality, nor has there been any rea- 
son to believe that their sympathies 
were strongly with the Spanish in the 
present struggle. 

The situation of the forces at Santi- 
ago and Baiquiri was discussed at some 
length by the Cabinet. Nothing of a 
disquieting nature has been received. 
and it is expected that when the troops 


have all been landed and the heavy 
siege guns and equipment are ready 
for a forward movement, the fall of 


Santiago will be a question of only a 
short time. The reports of the move- 
ments of the Cadiz fleet were also dis- 
cussed, but no apprehension it felt in 
regard to it. 

It can be stated positively that since 
the arrival of Admiral Diedrichs with 
German ships at Manila no instructions 
whatever relating to the Manila situa- 
tion have been sent from the German 
Foreign Office to the German Ambas- 
sador at Washington, nor has the sub-

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Gen. Miles, 
in command of the army, will go to

tield. The doubt as to the general's 
inovements was cleared up today, and 
the definite statement made that ge 
would go to Cuba. He will not leave 
this week, however, as has been sug- 
gested, nor is it settled just when he 
goes, There is thought to be no emer- 
gency to require an immediate start, 
as Gen, Miles has the fullest con- 
fidence in Gen. Shafter, who is conduct- 
ing the advance on Santiago, and this 
confidence is shared by the President 
and the Secretary of War. For that 
reason, Gen. Miles’s move will not be 
for the purpose of assuming the direc- 
tion of the assault on Saniago, as that 
move is likely to be well advanced, if 
not executed, by the time he leaves. 

There are other important military 
moves requiring his attention here, re- 
quiring the preparations for further 
expeditions which will go by way of 
Newport News and Tampa. Tampa is 
again to be made the rendezvous for a 
large force, and the department Is se- 
curing complete details, with a view to 
centering another large fleet of trans- 
ports there. With the troops moved 
to these points and the expeditions 
well advanced, Gen. Miles will then 
be free to join the army in the field. 
Personally, he is desirous of being with 
the troops, for, as he says to his 
friends, he has been with the men for 
thirty years, and his spirit is with them 
now, although circumstances necessi- 
tate his remaining here for a time. 
There is a.possibility that he may go 
with Gen. Henry’s divison when the, 
Harvard and Yale make their second 
trip from Newport News, but this Is 
quite doubtful. 

MADRID “YELLOWS.” 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MADRID, June 24, 2 p.m.—It is an- 
nounced here from Cuba that yellow 
fever has already attacked members 
of the American expedition at San- 
tiago. 

Dispatches from the Spanish military 
commander at Santiago deny that his 
forces are inadequate. He says Gen. 
Linares has twelve battalions of in- 
fantry and several batteries of artil- 
lery, and he adds that all the strate- 
gic positions around the city are 
strongly occupied. 

Continuing, the dispatch says the 
Spaniards may fall back before the 
Americans, “but only until they are 
out of the reach of the ships’ guns.” 
fn official dispatch from Havana says 
that the Spanish commander at Siboney 
was killed during the recent fighting 
there. Col. Aldea, it is added, has de- 
feated the insurgents at Fuerte Ca- 
brera. 

The Spaniards admit that during the 
recent bombardment by the American 
fleet, they lost one man killed and had 
three wounded. On the other hand, 
they claim the Spanish shells severely 
damaged the Indiana’s port side, and 
they say that three shells struck the 
Texas.

OFF JURAGUA, Thursday, June 23, 
by Associated Press dispatch boat, 
filed Kingston, Friday, June 24, 11 
p.m.—Juragua, though less than five 
miles by coast from Baiquiri, the orig- 
inal landing of Gen. Shafter’s troops, 
is twelve miles distant by road, the 
worst road imaginable. The town, or 
village, lies in the throat of a ravine 
opening betwen the coast range of 
hills and the ocean: It has a good rail- 
way station, with 300 ore cars on the 
track and a large commissary supply 
of flour. The village itself is inconsid- 
erable, consisting of a few houses near 
a picturesque palm-shaded beach. 

The Americans have captured orders 
which show that the Spanish planned 
in the event of American troops at- 
tempting to land there to repulse them 
from the shore, and if this was not 
sufficient, to charge the landing parties 
with machetes. All this, however, was 
to be done, the orders stated, strictly 
‘without loss to the Spanish.”” In case 
loss was inevitable, a retreat was or- 
dered westward. 

The latter instructions were obeyed 
most implicitly, since the Spanish 
burned Baiquirl and retreated on the 
approach of the American § troops 
without firing a shot. Apparently 
judging the American methods by their 
own, they seemed wholly unprepared 
for Gen. Lawton’s advance on Juragua 
by way of Demajaya. 

Gen. Lawton, on the other hand, 
acted as though he were after hostile 
Apaches on the warpath. Daylight 
saw the first move of the Americans 
from Demajaya, the Twenty-second 
Infantry passing the Eighth Infantry 
on the extreme eutpost, while the lat- 
ter breakfasted, the Cubans scouting 
ahead, beating up the Spanish like 
partridges and driving them headlong. 

The Spanish hastily tried to disable 
a locomotive and engine with steam up 
on the track by disconnecting the coup- 
ling rods, the throttle lever and several 
essential parts, burying some and 
throwirg others into the sea. Two engi- 
neers happened to be with the advance 
squadron of the Twenty-second In- 
fantry and the troops went for the 
locomotives with a yell. The soldiers, 
hunting about for the missing parts, 
found some and improvised others. One 
engineer, acting as fireman, and the 
other at the throttle, in twenty minutes 
ran into Jura@ua with the tender ful] 
of sharpshooters, delirous with en- 
thusiasm over Yankee ingenuity. The 
engineer remarked: “If the fools had 
knocked in the cylinder-head we could 
not fix her.” 

The iron railway bridge at Juragua 
was slightly damaged during yester- 
day's bombardment, but the rolling 
stock is safe, and if the track to tthe 
east is not destroyed, the transporta- 
ticn problem is solved. 


The haste of the Spanish. evacuation 


is shown by the fact that breakfast 
was on the table and the bacon actu- 
ally frying. Our soldiers profited by 
this. The Spanish tried to destroy the 
flour supply by cutting open the bags, 
but much of this was saved by our 
troops,.who are on very short rations. 
as they carried only about three days’ 


supply from Baiquiri. Indeed, the 
Second Massachusetts Infantry . took 


nothing. The heat led many soldiers 
to discard their rations as well as their 
clothing. The heat of the jungle- 
fenced road was awful, especially to 
heavily-accoutred men, and the path 
was lined with packets. Their shirts 
were discarded by hundreds, as well as 
blankets and haversacks. Several men 
were exhausted and removed to the 
rear, not from sickness, but from heat.

in ambush, and their first fire was most 
destructive, but they received a sur- 
prise in turn many times as disastrous. 
The Americans and Cubans, instead of 
retreating, charged directly on the 
Spanish, killing many. The Spaniards 
were utterly unprepared fer this and 
fell back. The invaders pressed them 
closely, and the retreat became a rout, 
Our men followed, until their officers, 
seeing that they would soon be upon 
the Spanish main force, ordered a halt. 
The engagement probably cost the 
Spaniards two hundred men. : 

Roosevelt’s rough riders had pleaded 
for duty in advance, and Gen. Shafter 
obliged them. They went in the very 
van of Gen. Lawton’s column, and 
they dragged with them all the way 
from Baiquiri, where they landed, a 
dynamite gun. At Col. Wood's request, 
the rough riders were made a part of 
the command set on the perilous duty 
of dislodging the enemy from the 
thicket. With ‘them marched the vet- 
erans of the First Cavalry and part 
of a Cuban regiment. 

The first warning of the enemy’s 
presence came in the form of a volley, 
which sent several of the advance 
guard to the ground. That they were 
not all killed is due to ithe density of 
the foliage, which in a measure pro- 
tected them as well as their enemies. 
The little detchment in front returned 
the fire fiercely, and, being composed of 
men who for the most part are famil- 
iar with bush fighting, sprang behind 
trees until the main body came up. 
The front of our advance was a dense, 
leafy screen, .from behind which came 
the steady rattle of Mauser rifles. Our 
‘men could barely see the enemy, but 
at the word they charged on the bosky 
death-trap. They were, of course, dis- 
mounted, and went forward on the 
run. 

Col. Wood and Theodore Roosevelt 
led the charge. Once through the 
thicket, our soldiers found compara- 
tively open ground, and here the bat- 
tle proper took place. Young Hamil- 
ton Fish, Jr., fell far in the lead, and 
the Spaniards made a savage attempt 
to secure his body, but Fish’s com- 
panions prevented this. Nearly all of 
our men who were hit were shot at 
close range. 

Forty Cubans were killed in today’s 
fighting, but not all of them in the 
engagement near Juaraga, in which 
the rough riders made its noted 
charge. Gen. Castillo with 2000 Cubans 
had a sharp engagement at Guasima. 
He drove the enemy ahead of him, in- 
flicting heavy loss, and captured two 
railroad trains laden with food for 
the Spanish troops, and a hundred tons 
of coal. His loss was about fifty men.

“OLD GLORY” FLOATS, 

And the Bands Play “The Star- 
espangied Banner.’

ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS DISPATCH BOAT DAUNT- 
LESS, off Baiquiri, Thursday  after- 
noon, June ‘23, via Kingston, Jamaica, 
June 24, 10 a. m.—Late yesterday after- 
noon the American flag was floated 
from the tip of the Altaros Mountains 
back of Baiquiri, amid wild enthusiasm, 
The men cheered and waved their hats, 
the Wasp and transports let loose their 
sirens, and the bands played the “Star 
Spangled Banner.” Maj. Lamotte, with 
eighty-two men from the volunteer 
cavalry, climbed the heights and raised 
the flag. The Spanish-American Iron 
Works, which were destroyed before 
the troops landed yesterday, belonged 
to the Steeltton Company, near Balti- 
more. 

The Cubans, under Gen. Demtrious 
Castillo, who entered Baiquiri after 
the Spaniards had deserted the town, 
were clothed in rags, and many of 
them were two-thirds naked. Some 
had no trousers and only tattered shirts 
while the majority of them were bare- 
footed. They were negroes, some be- 
ing boys of only 15 years of age. 

The guns they carried were of so 
Many models, ranging from flintlocks to 
Mausers and Remingtons. All, how- 
ever, were armed with machetes. The 
officers rode donkeys and scrub horses. 
The sun was blazing hot, and a num- 
ber of soldiers were prostrated by the 
intense heat and were taken on board 
the hospital ships. The troops are in 
fine spirits, and are overjoyed at the 
aggressive attitude assumed by Gen. 
Shafter, who believes he can force his 
way into Santiago and strike the Span- 
iards a heavy blow. The celerity of 
the forward movement of the United 
States army has embarassed the quar- 
termaster’s department. Gen, Lawton 
sent back this afternoon an urgent re- 
quest for more rations. The mules 
and stores are already ashore, but some 
of the trappings are still on board 
ship. They will be taken off during 
the night. Col. Humphrey says he 
will have a pack train loaded and on its 
way by daylight tomorrow. It should 
reach Juragua before night. An at- 
tempt to send supplies to Juragua this 
afternoon in boatts failed. 


RUSHING REINFORCEMENTS, 


They Will Be Sent to Shafter’s Aid 
With Greatest Haste. 
[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


NEW YORK, June 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun's Washington spe- 
cial says the transportation of troops 
to increase the military forces in San- 
tiago province under Gen. Shafter will 
be carried on with the greatest haste. 
The government has determined the 
total force under Gen. Shafter’s com- 
mand shall not be less than 25,000 to 
30,000 men, and no time will be lost 
in landing them near Santiago. The 
War Department has succeeded in pur- 
chasing or chartering almost enough 
vessels for transport purposes on the 
Atlantic, and is assured of retaining 
ships necessary for the expedition to 
Santiago and Porto Rico, which will 
be ready within a few days. 

It is asserted on authority today 
that nearty all the transports now 
at Santiago will return almost imme- 
diately to Tampa, there to receive new 
cargoes of men and supplies. The 
plan of the War Department is to land 
all the forces necessary for the Porto 
Rico and Santiago campaign in the 
eastern provinces of Cuba, and to dis- 
patch the force destined for the in- 


The Spaniards had placed themselves 


after the campaign there shall have 
been fought out. 

This plan has been contemplated 
by the army administration for some 
time, but it was not until today that 
strong official confirmation of the fact 
was given out. In the event, however, 
that the city of Santiago shall be 
taken, and the fleet of Admiral Cer- 
vera destroyed before the troops bound 
for Porto Rico shall have reached the 
southern coast of Cuba, there will be 
no landing at Santiago, but the expe- 
dition bearing the Porto Rico invad- 
ing forces shall proceed directly to that 
island. 

The statement was made on the 
highest authority today that 8000 men 
will be completely equipped for the 
campaign as soon as the returning 
transport vessels reach the Florida 
coast. By the time these vessels have 
returned, a large fleet of the best At- 
lantic transports yet raised by the 
government will probably have 
reached or be on the way to southern 
waters. 

THEY GOT IT. 


LONDON, June 25.—The Times, com-

ADVANCE ON SANTIAGO. 


Spaniards in 1 Retreat Before 
the American Army. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS DISPATCH BOAT DAUNT- 
LESS, off Juragua, province of San- 
tiago de Cuba, Thursday night, June 
23, via Port Antonio, Jamaica, June 24, 
7 a.m.—The advance of the American 
army has reached the edge of the table 
land, on which the harbor of Santiago 
de Cuba lies. Here, seven miles from 
Moro Castle as the crow flies, the main 
body of troops had united and the 
Spaniards are in full retreat toward 
Santiago de Cuba. They may attempt 
a surprise, but a decisive engagement 
is not expected for several days. 

Gen. Lawton’s brigade, which rested 
last night at Demajayabo, four miles 
west of Baiquiri, resumed its march 
at daylight. Before noon his brigade, 
consisting of the Twenty-second In- 
fantry, the First Infantry, the Second 
Massachusetts Volunteers, with com- 
panies of the Eighth Cavalry, half of 
the Fourth Cavalry, and several com- 
panies of the Twenty-fifth colored cav- 
alry, occupied Juragua, five miles be- 
yond, and the American flag was 
hoisted there. The Spaniards retired 
before the advance, which was Cov- 
ered by Cuban skirmishers, burning 
the blockhouses as they went. 

Col. Wagner, with a small reconnois- 
sance party of about forty men, 
brushed against the flank of @ retreat- 
ing Spanish column 200 strong*at Fir- 
mezez. A dozen shots were fired by 
the Spaniards as Col. Wagner fell back. 
Before Gen. Lawton could bring up 
the Twenty-second, the van regiment, 
the Spaniards had decamped westward. 
Juragua was abandoned by Gen. Li- 
nares and 1200 Spanish troops with such 
haste, that they had no time to burn 
the town, though an ineffectual at- 
tempt was made to destroy the loco- 
motives of the railroad and the rolling 
stock. Gen. Linares retreated to Se- 
villa, six miles west of Juragua by 
road, and nine miles from Santiago de 
Cuba. 

A detachment of 170 Cubans, under 


ish rear guard. The Cubans lost two 
men killed and had seven men 
wounded. The Spanish loss is not 
known. The Spaniards were ma- 
chetted. 

Gen. Chaffee. with the Ninth Cav- 
alry, the remainder of the Eighth and 
Fourth, Seventh, Twelfth and Seven- 
teenth Infantry, reached Juragua at 
dark. Gen. Bates, with the reserve 
of the Twentieth Infantry, and Col. 
Wood's rought riders, dismounted, with 
a dynamite gun, hurried forward from 
Baiquiri at 3 o’clock, proceeding by 
forced marches. 

When the couriers brought the news 
that Juragua had been oecupied, the 
troop ships, which had not disembarked 
their troops. steamed to Juragua with 
the view of landing them there.

SPANISH TROOPS GO OUT AND DE- 
FEAT CUBAN BANDS. 


Thirty-seven Insurgents Killed and 
Many Wounded—Several Taken 
Prisoners — Santiago to Be At- 
tacked Today.

NDW YORK, June 25.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch] The Herald's special from 
Havana, says: 

“Yesterday (Thursday) afternoon, 
two American ships threw a hundred 
missiles at the defences of Trinidad. 
The garrison repelled them. The Span- 
ish troops went out from the city later 
and defeated rebel parties in several 
places, killing thirty-seven and wound- 
ing many. Several prisoners were 
taken, and good and important docu- 
ments seized. The Spanish troops had 
ten killed and some wounded. 

“The rain has decreased, but it is 
very warm. The heat has caused an 
increase in the number of fever cases 
in almost every town. It is known that 
the rebels in the field are suffering 
from smallpox, which is thinning their 
ranks. 

“Tuerto Rodriguez, the celebrated 
rebel chief, formerly a bandit, and who 
was active around Sancti Spiritus, was 
killed by him own men. His execution 
was ordered by Gen. Maximo Gomez. 

“A great feast ie being prepared for 
next Sunday in Havana. There is.great 
enthusiasm. 

“Arturo Mora, editor of La Lucha, 
and correspondent of the Imparcial at 
Madrid, was buried yesterday.”

SAN FRANCISCO, June 24.—Ar- 
rangements for the sailing of the next 
expedition of troops for Manila are 
practically complete, and while every 
effort will be made to start Monday, the 
probability is that there will be some 
delay. Maj.-Gen, Merritt has left the 
matter of embarkation to the control 
of Maj.-Gen. Otis. It is very probable 
that the majority of the soldiers wih 
not embark until Monday morning, 
though some have been ordered to em- 
bark Sunday. 

The whole quota of troops, including 
those who are to go on the Newport 
with Gen. Merritt Wednesday, as well 
as those that have been assigned to 
the five transports scheduled to sail 
Monday, numbers roughly 6000 men. 
The troops for the Newport have not 
yet been officially announced, but it 
is generally understood that Batteries 
H and K of the Third Artillery, Capt. 
O’Hara and Capt. Hobbs, and the Astor 
Battery will have the honor of being 
on the vessel with Maj.-Gen. Merritt 
and his staff of fifteen officers. 

The Indiana and Morgan City are 
completely ready, and today both ves- 
sels began to receive their fresh meat 
and put it into their ice chests. The 
Ohio is rapidly receiving her freight, 
and thought not so far advanced as 
the other steamers, will be entirely 
ready by Monday. The City of Para 
has most of her freight on board, and 
the Newport, which has come off the 
dry dock, is loading both freight and 
coal. The Valencia will begin coaling 
tomororw morning. The Puebla is still 
discharging, and men are busy upon 
her new propeller, two blades of which 
were broken. Some rapid work will 
have to be done on the Puebla, but it 
is thought there will be no delay in 
getting her ready if the third fleet does 
not get away before next Wednesday. 
The Peru. which arrived today, will 
be taken by the government for trans- 
port service. It will take two or three 
days to discharge her, and’then she 
will be made ready for use in the fourth 
expedition. 

There are now nearly 3000 troops at 
the Presidio and 1270 in the garrison 
post proper.

Sunday morning and go on board the 
transport ship Ohio. The whole four 
batteries of the Manila battalion of 
the Third Artillery are now recruited 
to the war strength, and all additional 
recruits that are received will be sent 
to Fort Point. 

No orders have been issued as yet as 
to a battalion commander for this de- 
tachment of the Third Artillery, and it 
is possible that, being divided into two 
battalions of two batteries each, it 
will go simply under command of its 
battery captains. It is thought, how- 
ever, that Maj. Kobhe, Third Artillery, 
who has just arrived from Fort Canby, 
' may be placed on the command, or the 
battalion may go under its. present 
commander, Maj. Hess, who, however, 
is to be retired shortly. 


THE EIGHTH CORPS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 24.—The 
Eighth Army Corps just organized by 
Maj.-Gen. Merritt, includes the entire 
Philippine force. The troops not yet 
named as part of the expeditionary 
force will constitute an independent 


division of the new corps, and will be 
under command of Maj.-Gen. 
Otis. On arriving at Manila, the en- 
tire army will be reorganized. 

Gen. Merritt today designated a 
number of officers for positions in the 
Eighth Corps. His personal staff will 
be constituted as follows: Maj. Lewis 
H. Strother, United States Volun- 
teers, acting aide; Maj. Harry C. 
Hale, United States Volunteers, acting 
aide; Capt. T. Bentley Mott, U.S.V., 
aide. Brig.-Gen. R. P. Hughes is 
named as chief of staff and inspector- 
general under Maj.-Gen. Otis. Lieut.- 
Col. Thomas H. Barry has been named 
as adjutant-general. 

An order has been issued by Gen. 
Merritt stating that he will sail for 
the Philippines Wednesday on the New- 
port, with his staff and some of his 
clerical force, the remainder being in- 
structed to go on the Indiana with the 
other transports which are to depart 
Monday. The Astor Light Battery, two 
batteries of the Third United States 
Artillery and tten men of the hospital 
corps will go on the Newport. 

Brig.-Gen. McArthur has formally 
assumed command of the third expedi- 
tion, and the troops have been ordered 
to break camp early Monday morning. 
With the departure of this expedition 
there will have been sent from San 
Francisco nearly 12,000 troops, leaving 
about 8000 to go. 

Orders have been issued for the im- 
mediate improvement of the sanitary 
condition of Camp Merritt. 

Gov. Budd has granted permission to 
Col. Charles L. Pierce, division com- 
mander of the Sons of Veterans of the 
State of California, to meet, drill and 
parade the members of the different 
camps under arms. 

The Sons of Veterans all over the 
State are now mustering themselves 
into companies to form a regiment, and 
will offer themselves for duty. 

Lieut. Elliott of the Fourth Cavalry 
has been ordered to discontinue his re- 
cruiting service at Los Angeles, and 
report for duty at the Presidio.

Sternberg of the army, the troops which 
have gone to Santiago, as well as the 
insurgents who may join the army, 
will be well supplied with quinine, so 
necessary to health in tropical climates. 
The United States army is equipped 
with three months’ supply of medi- 
cines, and of this quinine forms a 
good share. In addition to the supply 
already on the ships, the hospital ves- 
sel Relief will take to Santiago 1,000,000 
quinine pills, which the general  be- 
lieves will last the army a reasonable 


time. 
STATE MUSTERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Reports 
received at the adjutant-general’s of- 
fice of the War Department shows that 
formation of the new organizations of 
regiments, battalions, etc., under the 
President’s second call for troops by 
mustering-in of volunteers, is now 
fairly under way. In most of the 
States, the probability is all the men 
necessary for the new organizations 
should be obtained in two or three 
weeks from the present time, when 
the regiments and battalions will be 
ready for orders from the command- 
ing general. 

The rendezvousing points of the men 
in the States have been designated by 
the Governors, and it is understood 
here that they will be the same as for 
the troops raised under the first call 
for 125,000 men. At the same time the 
recruiting for filling existing organiza- 
tions to the maximum strength is 
progressing rapidly, and daily detach- 
ments are being sent to the mobilizing 
points. Very few applications were 
made to Secretary Alger for changes 
in the apportionment as originally An- 
nounced by the department, which was 
a source of so much annoyance and 
ee to the officials under the first 
call. 


DUFFIELD’S BRIGADE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The _ re- 
mainder of Gen. Duffield’s brigade, 
numbering about 1200 men, will leave 
Camp Alger this evening for Newport 
News, where they will be trahsferred 
to lighters, and placed on board the 
naval auxiliary cruiser Harvard for 
immediate transportation to Santiago. 

The other brigade, commanded by 
Gen. Garrettson, will start on the 
same journey early next week. It is 
expected that Brig.-Gen. Henry, who 
has been placed in command of the 
entire division of reinforcements, will 
accompany the expedition leaving 


Newport News the latter part of the 
week. 


ENGINEER KILLED. 


Engine of the Cowboy Regiment’s 
Train Derailed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. JOSEPH (Mo.,) June 24.—As the 
second section of the Burlington train 
carrying the Torrey cowboy regiment 
of cavalry from Fort D. A. Russell, to 
Jacksonville, Fla., was pulling into the 
St. Joseph Union station at 9:30 
o'clock this morning, the engine 
jumped the track, and after plowing 


through the earth for thirty feet, 
toppled over on its side. Engineer 
John W. Fuller of this city, who 
bravely remained at his post, was 


caught beneath the tender and killed. 
Fireman George Christman, who also 
lives here, was so badly scalded that 
he will die. Three cars of horses were 


also derailed, but not one of the ani- 
mals was scratched. The engine was 
badly wrecked. 
BROKE CAMP.

CAMP ALGER June 24.—An- 
other detachment left Camp Alger this 
evening for the seat of war. The Ninth 
Massachusetts and two battalions of 
the Thirty-fourth Michigan broke camp 
at 6 o'clock and proceeded to Alexan- 
dria by rail. There boats were taken 
for Newport News, where the troops 
will be transferred to the transport 
Harvard.

ADMIRAL SAMPSON’S ORDERS. 


Another Story of the Landing and 
the Bombardment. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Weincs.- 
day, June 22, 2:30 p.m. (via Playa del 
Este, Guantanamo Bay, June 23.)— 
Gen. Shafter’s forces, as this dispatch 
is written, are being landed without 
opposition to speak of at Baiquiri, 
twelve miles east of El Moro. The 
landing thus faf has been successful 
in every respect. It has ben covered 
by naval bombardment. Four thousand 
troops are ashore at this hour, and 
probably 12.000 will be ashore by night- 
fall. One man killed, on the Texas, is 

the only casualty thus far. 

Before 8 o'clock the Texas, proceed- 
ing closely to shore, proceeded to Ca- 
banas, two and one-half miles west 
of El Moro. The transports which 
were to have accompanied the Texas 
were still far out of position. Svd- 
denly a puff of smoke shot out of the 
western battery, showing that the 
enemy were devoting attention to the 
Texas. The battleship replied prompt- 
ly, firing at the western batteries with 
her 12 and 6-inch guns, and with her 
smaller guns a a small blockhouse in 
a small inlet in Cabanas. For an hour 
the duel between the Texas and the 
forts continued. Finally the enemy's 
shots became few and far between. 
They had probably been driven from 
their guns. On land further to the 
westward, Gen. Rabi and 500 Cubans 
were making military demonstration 
to assist in forcing the Spaniards to 
concentrate their troops to the west 
of Santiago. Meanwhile, a lively naval 
attack was also in progress east of the 
harbor at Aguadores, a village two 
or three miles east of El Mora The 
Eagle and Gloucester commenced to 
fire at the blockhouses there shortly 
after 8 o'clock. 

The transports were slow in coming 
up at Baiquiri. When Admiral Samp- 
som arrived, the Suwanee, Detroit and 
Wasp were banging away at a bluff 
to the west of Baiquiri, where the 
Spanish troops were supposed to be in 
ambuscade. Around the wharf 
launches and boats were thickly clus- 
tered, some black with troops, others 
half empty, and their former occupants 
climbing up like ants. The firing of 
the gunboats was soon discontinued. 
Flames broke cut where the shells had 
been directed, and a long, low, white 
house was soon burned up. No shots 
were seen to come from any point con 
shore. 

The waters around Baiquiri were 
black with small craft of all sorts ply- 
ing quickly between the transports 
and the shore. Smoke curled up from 
various spots around the village, 
marking the fires caused by the shells. 
The landing continued quietly, until 
by noon thirty troops were ashore. The 
admiral and his staff watched the de- 
barkation closely. The order of hattle 
issued by Admiral Sampson, who was 
almost entirely responsible for the suc- 
cess of the operations was as fol- 
lows: 

“The army corps will land tomorrow 
morning, the entire force landing at 
Baiquiri. The landing will begin at 
daylight. Ships stationed to the east- 
ward of Baiquiri will assist in clearing 
the way for an unopposed landing by 
flanking out the Spanish forces at that 
point. Simultaneously with the shell- 
ing of the beach and blockhouses at 
Baiquiri, Ensenada de Los Altares and 
Aguadores,both to the eastward of San- 
tiago, and the small bay of Cabanas, 
about two and a half miles to the west- 
ward of Santiago, will be shelled by 
the ships stationed there for that pur- 
pose. 

“A feint in force of landing at Ca- 
banas will be made, about ten of the 
transports—the last to disembark their 
forces at Baiquiri—remaining during 
the day, or a greater part of the day, 
about two miles to the southward of 
Cabanas, lowering boats and making 
apparent preparations for disembark- 
ing a large body of troops. 

“At the same time Gen. Rabi, with 
500 Cuban troops, will make a demon- 
stration on the west side of Cabanas. 
The following vessels are assigned to 


bombard the four 
above: At Cabanas: 
Vixen and the Texas. At Aguadores: 
The Eagle and Gloucester. At En- 
senada de Los Altares: The Hornet, 
Helena and Bancroft. At Baiquim: 
The Detroit, Castine, Wasp and New 
Orleans, the Detroit and Castine on 
the western flank, and the Wasp and 
New Orleans on the eastern flank. 
“All the vessels will be in their po- 
sitions at daylight. Great care will be 
taken to avoid the waste of ammuni- 
tion. The firing at Baiquiri will begin 
on a signal from the New Orleans. At 
Cabanas, it is probabie that after a 
few minutes, unless the firing is re- 
turned, the occasional dropping of shots

from the emalier vessels will be suf- 
ficient, but the semblance of covering 
a landing should be maintained, the 
ships keeping close in at Aguadores 
and Ensenada de Los Altares. The 
same rule should prevail at Baiquiri, 
the point of actual landing. The ves- 


sels will, of course, use their artillery 
until they have reason to believe that 
the landing is clear. They will take 
care that the firing will be deliberate 
and effective. The Texas and Brooklyn 
will exchange blockading stations, the 
Texas going inside to be near Cabanas. 
The Brooklyn, Massachusetts, Iowa 
and Oregon will keep a vigilant watch 
on the harbor mouth. The Indiana will 
take the New Orleans position in the 
blockading line, east or Santiago de 
Cuba and between the flagship New 
York and the shore. This is only a 
temporary assignment, the Indiana to 
strengthen the blockading line during 
the landing, and to avoid any possi- 
bility of the enemy breaking through, 
should he attempt to get out of the 
port. 

“The Suwanee, Osceola and Wam- 
patuck will be prepared to tow boats. 
Each will be provided with two 5 or 
6-inch lines, one on each quarter and 
each long enough to take in tow a dozen 
or more boats. These vessels will re- 
port at the New York at 3 a.m., on 
June 22, prepared to take in tow the 
ships’ boats, which are to assist in the 
landing of troops and to convoy them to 
Baiquiri. 

“The Texas, Brooklyn, Massachusetts, 
Iowa, Oregon, New York and Indiana 
will send all their steam cutters and 
their pulling boats, with the exception 
of one retained on board each ship, to 
assist in the landing. These boats will 
report to the New York at 3 p.m. Each 
boat, whaleback and cutter will have 
three men, each launch five men, and 
each steam cutter its full crew and 
ah officer for its management. In ad- 
dition to these men, each boat will 
carry five men, including one capable 
of acting as coxswain to manage and 
direct the transport boats. Each 
steam launch will be in charge of an 
ofticer, who will report to Capt spoee- 
rich. 

“Care will be taken in the selection 
of boat keepers and coxswains to take 
no men who are gun pointers or occupy 
positions of special importance at the 
batteries. Unnecessary orders and im- 
pediments shall be removed from the 
pulling boats for greater convenience of 
the transportation of troops, but each 
boat should raise its anchor and chain. 

“Capt. C. F. Goodrich, commanding 
the St. Louis, will have, on the part 
of the navy, general charge of the land- 
ing. The New Orleans will send her 
boats to report to Capt. Goodrich upon 
her arrival at Baiquiri. 

“The attention of commanding offi- 
cers of all vessels engaged in blockad- 
ing Santiago de Cuba is earnestly 
called to the necessary of the utmost 
vigilance from this time forward, both 
as to mairtaining the stations and 
readiness for action, and as to keeping 
a close watch upon the harbor mouth. 
If the Spanish admiral intends to at- 
tempt to escape that attempt will be 
made soon.” 

Many of the soldiers were seasick 
while making the passage from the 
transports to the shore. Gen. Van 
Horn, in command of the First Divi- 
sion, while clambering from the Se- 
neca. into a small boat, fell into the 
thwarts of the latter and was some- 
what injured. He could not land with 
the division. The landing boats had a 
hard time in the surf. 

Dispatches from Gen. Linares, which 
have been captured, indicate that the 
Spanish were ordered to retreat toward 
Santiago. The insurgents expect the 
first stand to be made at Savilla, and 
they have proved good prophets in the 
past. Gen. Lawton’s men are badly 
fagged by forced marches, and intense 
heat. Their rations are almost exhaust- 
ed. They started with three-days’ sup- 
plies, and further food could not be 
landed today. A pack train will be sent 
forward tomorrow. 

Strong outposts are maintained to- 
night in order to prevent a surprise, 
and Jaragua is also, under the protec- 
tion of the guns of the warships. Thus 
the bank of the American column is 
safe. The Spaniards, to attack our 
troops, must make a forced march 
through an almost impenetrable un- 
derbrush. 

There were only two casualties dur- 
ing the landing of the troops at Bai- 
quiri. Corp. Cobb and Private English 
of Troon D, Tenth Cavalry, (colored,) 
fell between a lighter and the pier.

SEEMS LIKE SUICIDE. 


SPAIN WILL GO ON TO THE LAST 
LOOKING TO EUROPE. 


The Madrid Press Says “No Sur- 
render’’—People Apprehend 


ceipt of Unfavorable News from 
Manila and Cuba. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, June 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World's Madrid cable, 
via the frontier, says: * 
“There is consternation in official 
circles here owing to the latest news 
from Manila and Santiago. Premier 
Sagasta knows positively that Gen. 
Augusti is only holding out in Manila 
to satisfy military honor and until 
Dewey receives reinforcements, which 
are expected June 23, to furnish an 
honorable pretext for surender. The 
Americans are avoiding a final victory 
with the aid of the natives which 
might have led to complications with 
the Germans and other powers, who 
are reluctant to allow the Spanish rule 
in the Philippines to suffer. This is 
a consequence that Is likely to make 
the restoration \‘thereof almost im- 
possible at the close of the struggle. 
“Santiago now preoccupies the gov- 
ernment, even more than the Philip- 
pines. The nath&l authorities still have 
a lingering hope that Admiral Cervera 
may attempt to dash out at night with 
his cruisers and destroyers, sacrificing 
some vessels in order to save the rest 
of the fleet from inevitable capture. 
“Fever and other diseases prevalent 
every rainy season are raging in San- 
tiago and Guantanamo, but, on the 


whole, the Spanish troops are in bet- 
ter health this year than for the last 
two years. The question of sending 
provisions and war stores to both isl- 
ands occupies the home authorities. 
Though it is officially reported that 
many mail steamers and sailing ves- 
sels are constantly running the block- 
ade, the majority of the people of 
Spain apprehend the early arrival of 
unfavorable news from Cuba and Ma- 
nila. 

“*No surrender,’ however, is still the 
tone of the Madrid press, which says 
‘We will go on, even if we lose all our 
fleets and colonies, to see if, then, Eu- 
rope still persists in indifference.’ ” 


MADRID, June 24, midnight.—It is 
persistently reported, though the rumor 
lacks official confirmation, that the 
government has received a further dis- 
patch from Manila. The Republican 
Deputies met tonight and elaborated a 
plan of political action during the sus- 
pension of the Cortes. Great im- 
portance is attached to the Cabinet 
council summoned for tomorrow (Sat- 
urday.) 

SAMPSON’S COMMUNICATIONS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Admiral 
Sampson is now in constant and practi- 
cally immediate cable communication 
with the Navy Department. Six dis- 
patches were received in rapid succes- 
sion throughout the early hours of this 
morning, the last one bringing the situ- 
ation up to 12 o’clock last night. They 
showed that only half an hour elapsed 
between the filing of the messagé by 
the admiral and the receipt of it in 
Washington, so that the authorities 
are now assured of being only half 
an hour behind the actual develop- 
ments at the scene of action, 

The only message bearing on the 
general situation was one in which Ad- 
miral Sampson said that under a flag 
of truce he learned that Hobson and 
his men were well and had been re- 
moved from Moro Castle to the city of 
Santiago, four miles distant. This 
lifted a weight of anxiety as to the 
condition of this brave band of heroes, 
for since the recent bombardment in 
which Moro suffered somewhat, there 
has been uneertainty about whether 
Hobson and his men were dead or alive, 
although it has never been seriously be- 
lieved that the Spaniards would ex- 
pose these men to such dangers as to 
lead to their death. The dispatch was 
further reassuring in that it made clear 
that Admiral Sampson's assault upon 
the harbor entrance, to which Moro 
is the main defense, would not be 
crippled by having the fire kept away 
from that fortification in order to pro- 
tect Hobson. It leaves the result of 
such an attack open to the usual con- 
ditions of war, and not to that unusual 
and cruel device, which it was feared 
had been resorted to, of presrving Moro 
by exposing Hobson. This action, 
coupled with the report of the Aargeons 
that our dead mariners were not mu- 
tilated. conveys a sense of relief to 
the authorities here, as they feel that 
the warfare about to culminate in blood 
and fighting will be at least mitigated 
by those human rules which govern 
the action of modern armies in ‘the 
field. 

The other dispatches of Admiral! 
Sampson covered a multitude of details 
which have been deferred in the ab- 
sence of quick cOmmunication. They 
made requisitons for routine supplies 
of every description, and _ indicated 
needed repairs, mostly minor in char- 
acter, to the vessels. of the fleet. Not a 
word was said as to any engagement 
by the troops under Gen. Shafter, and 
as the admiral is in close communica- 
tion with Gen. Shafter, naval officials 


regard this failure of the admiral to

During the forenoon a dispatch came 
to Gen. Greely, chief signal officer, from 
Lieut.-Col. Allen, who is in charge of 
the telegraphic communication with 
the army.

Fro™ the fact that Col. Allen is work- 
ing his line westward to Aguadores, 
it is evident to the military authorities 
that the fleld of land action will be 
stretched a considerable distance alonz 
the shore, covering probably from five 
to fifteen miles. This will constitute 
the base of supplies where the stores 
will be kept, and with which the ad- 
vancing army at all times will keep 
up its line of communication, the first 
essential of an advancing army be-

AMERICAN SAILOR’S YARN. 


He Tells Some Interesting Inside 
Facts About Havana. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT] 
NPW YORK, June 24.—The last 
American to leave Havana was Arthur 
Parkinson, a sailor, who managed to 
get away as late as June 7, and who 
has arrived in New York. He was in 
Havana during many exciting days of 
the blockade. Parkinson was boats- 
swain on the Cuban mail steamer 
Concha, which lay in the harbor of 
Havana on March 31. A fight broke 
out among the crew and when it was 
over one of them, a Swede, lay on the 
deck with a bad scalp wound. Every- 
bady said Parkinson did it. The 
Havana police heard of the affair, and 
Parkinson was arrested and locked up. 
“I was put in an old military prison 
in solitary confinement for two days, 
and finally taken before a marine 
judge,”” said Parkinson. “He took down 
the evidence in the case and sent me 
back, with instructions that. I should 
be fed on something besides bread and 
water, and that 1 should not be con- 
fined alone.- My ship had sailed. I 
was thrown in a dirty hole with a 
motley crowd of Cubans and Spaniards. 
I was still there when the war broke 
out. I had written many letters to the 
American Consul, but never received 
4 I got out late 
May, rou t 
“They are a cheerful lot in Havana. 
The people are buoyed up by false re- 
ports of victory. During my time 
out of prison several of the American 
ships of the blockade line were re- 
ported destroyed, particularly the 
battleship Indiana, which was blown to 
pieces by the guns of Moro Castle. I 
was there the day the newspapers got 
out extras about the sinking of the 
Merrimac. They called it a grand 
Spanish victory, and spoke of the men 
Captured as only a few survivors. 
“The British Consul finally got me 
aboard the British man-of-war Talbot 
which carried me to Kineston, Jamaica. 
A little American auxiliary cruiser 
was sent to chase us on the night we 
left. The English commander saw 


her-lights and just for a lark steamed 


faster. Presently he heard th 

of the little gun. but as he a eo 
hear the shot whistle through the air. 
he ordered. stil! faster speed. The 
next minute a solid shot sane out right 
over the commander's head as he stood 
on bridge. 

“He brought the ship about i 
jiffy, and in a few minutes a tug shout 
ninety feet long, puffed up against the 
warship.

A FAMILY QUARREL. 


SPANISH DEPUTIES DISPUTE OVER 
THE GOVERNMENT’S POLICY. 


Senor Gonzales Says All Spain is 
Responsible for the Present 
Condition of Affairs—WHe De- 
mands the Truth—Campos Will- 
ing to Govern. 


(A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 
MADRID, June 24, 8 a.m.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The debate in the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday on the Philippine 
question #vas marked by great disor- 
der. Sefior Robledo, the Conservative 
leader, atacked Gen. Polavieja, the for- 
mer Minister of War, for treating with 
Aguinaldo, the insurgent leader, and 
was interrupted with shout of “That 
jis untrue.” A scene of the greatest 
confusion followed, and the sitting was 
suspended. When business was re- 
sumed, Sefior Robledo continued his 
remarks. He asked if the government 
desired peace or war. If peace, he 
added, Spain had better negotiate di- 
rectly with the United States, as the 
powers would demand a broker’s com- 
mission in case they intervened. He 
exhorted all present to forget their 
party quarrels and remember they are 
Spaniards. 
In the course of his speech, Sefior 
Robledo censured the Minister of Ma- 
rine and Admiral Cervera, accusing 
the Minister of having granted un- 
patriotic interviews. Capt. Aunon de- 
fended the navy. He said Sefior 
Robledo’s remarks were insulting, and 
he characterized the published reports 
of interviews with him as being ‘“‘dis- 
tortions.”” In consequence of the last 
statement, the reporters left the 
Chamber of Deputies, and re- 
turned at the close of the Minister's 
speech, which concluded with the an- 
nouncement that Admiral Camara was 
on his way to the Philippines to de- 
fend the Spanish : flag. 
Another uproar was occasioned by 
Sefior Salameron, Republican leader, 
denouncing an attempt to close the 
debate. He loudly exclaimed “It is an 
outrage,’ and was commencing an at- 
tack upon the monarchy, when his 
voice was drowned by shouts from all 
parts of the house. The uproar con- 
tinued for some time, and avhen order 
was restored the President announced 
that the chamber would meet in se- 
cret session to discuss internal affairs. 
In the lobbies, great excitement was 
occasioned. Sefior Samper shouted, as 
Sefior Salameron was leaving the 
house: “The Republicans are devoid of 
shame. They are allowing the cham- 
ber to be closed, and they do not seize 
the present opportunity to accomplish 
something practical.’’ Sefior Samper 
was arrested, conducted to the presi- 
dent’s office and called upon to ex- 
plain his conduct. 
The Senate discussed the political 
situation. Sefior Gonzales, who said he 
did not speak as a partisan, but as a 
Spaniard, declared that the country 
must be told the truth. Continuing, 
he said: “For everything happening 
now the whole country, the people, 
the parties and the government are 
responsible.” In spite of interrup- 
tions, Senator Gonzales continued: ‘IT 
have many deadlier truths to tell. 
Spain has never known avhat a real 
colonial policy is.” 
The Senator blamed the Conserva- 
tives severely for the present condition 
of affairs. He said that Sefior Castillo 
del Canovas said that he believed Cuba 
could be dominated by troops, while in 
reality the island needed drastic reor- 
ganization. The war policy, as well as 
Gen. Weyler’s policy, the speaker as- 
serted, had failed, and autonomy had 
proved ineffectual because it was at- 
tempted too late. . 
However, the Senator explained, the 
attempt at autonomy was useful, “as 
is was allowing Spain to quit the 
American hemisphere, conscious of 
having made a good attempt.” : 
The speaker blamed the Liberals for 
having recourse to autonomy in the 
hour of need, and for now trying to 
disown it. Senator Gonzales concluded 
by declaring himself a partisan of 
peace, praising Marshal Campos at 
the expense of Gens. Polavieja and 
Weyler, after whose assumption of 
command things went from bad to 
worse. 
Senator Navarro Rodriguez replied. 
He charged Senator Gonzales with be- 
ing the advocate of the United States 
against the Latin races, and classed 
as madmen the Cubans who are anx- 
ious for annexation to the United 
States. The Senator then proceeded to 
urge the necessity of a union of the 
Latin races, and concluded by say- 
ing: “If Europe abandons us, we are 
conquered; we will fail with glory, 
reason and justice on our side. If Eu- 
rope abandons us, she will be dis- 
honored for all posterity, while Spain 
will have an honored name in his- 
tory, for she has spent blood and treas- 
ure in discovering America, which is 
repaying her with ingratitude.”’ 
The Duke of Tetuan characterized 
Sefior Gonzales’s speech as being inop- 
portune, and upheld Gen. Weyler and 
the pelicy of the Colonial Minister. 
Continuing, the Duke portrayed the 
difficulty of conducting a distant war, 
and scathingly denounced the United 
States as treacherously attempting to 
seize Cuba under the plea of humani- 
tarianism. In conclusion, the Duke as- 
serted that the Spanish warships 
would never lower their flags before 
the enemy. 
Marshal Campos said he would be 
ashamed to abandon Cuba when there 
were 150,000 men there, not counting 
the volunters, prenared to resist for- 
eign aggression. The marshal urged 
the government to remain in office. He 
concluded by saying: “If the Conser- 
vatives do not accept power in the 
event of their being called upon to do 
so, then, in order to maintain the 
dignity and the honor of Spain, I my- 
self will pick it up, even from the gut- 
ter.”” [Cheers.] 
Sefior Gonzales concluded the debate, 
maintaining his charges against the 
Canovas’ ministry. He said the mo- 
ment of expiation had arrived. 
A bill, making the Cuban debt pay- 
able in pesetas, was adopted, and the 
House adjourned. 
CABINET MEETING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
MADRID, June 24, 4 p.m.—The Cabi- 
net met today under the presidency of 
the Queen Regent. Premier Sagasta 
briefly explained the situation at home 
and abroad. No further news was re- 
ceived from the Philippines or from 
the Island of Cuba. The Queen Re- 
gent signed a decree suspending the 
Cortes. 
Gen. Correa, the War Minister, said 
that operations would be commenced 
“against the American troops. en- 
trenched at Santiago de Cuba.’ The 
Republicans are expected to raise a 
heated debate in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties as a sequel to yesterday’s stormy 
session. 
ADJOURNED WITHOUT CHEERS. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
MADRID, June 24, 7 pm.—The de- 
eree of the Queen Regent suspending 
the Cortes was read in the Senate this 
evening.

LETTER TO HOBSON. 


Secretary Long Writes Commending 
Him for His Heroism. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, June 24.—A dispatch 

to the Herald from Washington says: 


Naval Constructor R. P. Hobson, in 
care of the commander-in-chief of the 
North Atlantic squadron, an inspiring 
letter commending him for the ex- 
traordinary heroism he displayed in 
sinking the collier Merrimac in the har- 
bor of Santiago de Cuba. The letter 
was written shortly after the Secretary 
had recommended to the President that 
Mr. Hobson be advanced ten numbers 
in his corps, but the recommendation 
was not carried out for the reason that 
Representative Pearson, the uncle of 
the young hero, requested that action 
be delayed until Mr. Hobson could be 
communicated with. A _ Dill is now 
pending in Congress for the transfer 
of Mr. Hobson to the line, with the 
rank of lieutenant-commander. The 
Secretary’s letter to Mr. Hobson is 
dated June 20, and begins: 

“Sir: The department has been wait- 
ing for your exchange before address- 
ing a letter of comendation to you in 
reference to your success in designedly 
sinking the U.S.S. Merrimac in the 
narrow entrance of the _ harbor 
of Santiago de Cuba, in the 
early morning of June 3, 1898; but as 
the exchange hoped for has been de- 
layed, the department will not wait for 
that action to take place.” Secretary 
Long then quotes Rear-Admiral Samp- 
son’s letter describing and praising Mr. 
Hobson's achievement, and continues:

| ‘Prof. C. Gilbert Wheeler of Chicago, 
who was a member of the party of Chi- 
cago men who recently went to Central 
America to inspect the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal from end to end, with, the idea of 
preparing plans and specifications for 
bidding on the work, should the gov- 
ernment take up the project, is spend- 
ing a part of the summer at the Hotel 
del Coronado. He is a warm advocate 
of the construction of the canal, shar- 


canal, one of the leading engineers of 
the world in this class of work, who 
was the head of the party. 

_. “The conclusions rearhed by our 
party,” said Prof. Wheeler, to a Times 
reporter, “and by the government com- 
mission, which we met there, was that 
the canal was entirely feasible. The 
estimated cost of building it, which 
was placed at $100,000,000 to $120,000,000 
by the government engineers some 
years ago, has been reduced, by the 
invention of labor-saving and econom- 
ical earth-working machinery. so that

“The greatest problem connected with 
the building of the carnal is that of 
overcoming the rapids of the San Juan 
River, in that part which is to he 
utilized as a canal. This is about fifty 
or sixty miles in length, and there are 
three or four rapids, one of them heing 
of importance. It is nroposed to over- 
come these by buildine a rock-filled 
dam at the lower end, causing the 
river to back up and rise to a hei¢ht 
that would obliterate the rapids. The 
construction of this dam is the problem 
before the engineers. I think it can 
be solved. and solved richtly.

Cheaper Rates. Here and 
San Fuancisco—Minor Notes. 


General Manager W. G. Nevin of the 
Santa Fé is home from a trip of nearly 
a week over the lines. He spent a day 
in San Diego, and of course his pres- 
ence there was the oceasion of new re- 
ports as to the Oriental steamship 
line. These reports all had their origin 
in the fertile imagination of the hope- 
fil people who dwell in the little city 
by the Silver Gate. None of them 
came from thé railroad people. Week 
by week reports spring up that it is the 
Occidental and Oriental steamers, tnat 
it is the Peninsular and Oriental ves- 
sels, that it is the California and Ori- 
ental line whose ships which will make 
these trips. The railroad officials do not 
know a word as to whose vessels are 


aimed at. As to preparing the 
Santa Fé ‘Company's wharf for 
the new business, ‘to this mo- 


ment not a nail his been driven in 
it, nor one pulled out. Not a foot of 
plank has been added to it. 

Things find their level even in Uncle 
Collis’s ticket offices. Not so many 
years ago the rate between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco was $20 flat. ‘Then 
came a concession, a small one, nearly 
twenty.years ago, by which a round- 
trip ticket could be had for $30. Later 
a $15 rate each way straight was made, 
and that has remained until now. But 
a 1000-mile ticket is now to be hai at 
$25, and it will not all be used in 
going to San Francisco and back. Then 
the new line in the San Joaquin Valley 
has forced the Southern Pacific to cut 
its rate between San Francisco and 
Bakersfield, so that a traveler could 
purchase a ticket here to Bakersfleld 
and then one from there to San Fran- 
cisco at $13 for the whole journey. £0 
the rate between here — the Bay 
City is to be $13 flat. 

Today the War Board will give the 
last excursion.. It will be*to Santa 
Monica, and it is expected many: y-eople 
will go.

PIOK UP TOO MUCH. . 


Detective Bowler’s 0 Objection to the 
Rallroad Kindergarten. 


The trial of George Bailey and four 
other urchins, who stole brasses from 
the Southern Pacific yards, was set 
for July 2. Railway Detective Bowler 
says a gang of bad boys has infested 
the San Fernando yards a Tong while 
and made life a burden to the railway 
men by their pilferings. They are so 
bold that they even steal detachable 
parts from .live engines. Some .time 
ago a locomotive already fired up to go 
on the road was despoiled of about fifty 
pounds of nuts and bolts by thieving 
youngsters, so,that it had to be sent 
to the shops, while another engine 
was fired up for the run intended for 
the one that was dismantled. Detec- 
tive Bowler says he has pleaded with 
the parents of the boys te keep them 
out of the railroad yards, but the 
reply invariably received was that the 
boys were intended to become .rail- 
road men, and the best way for them 
to learn was to allow them to play in 
the yards of the company. In that 
way they would “pick up” much that 
was useful. If it were only knowl- 
edge that they “pick up,” the com- 
pany would not object. but they “pick 
up” all sorts of railroad property, 
especially brass fixtures of considera- 
ble intrinsic value, which they sell to 
the various brass foundries in the city. 
Mr. Bowler has made up his mind to 
break up this gang of petty thieves, 
hence the arrest and prosecution of 
the five defendants who were in court 
yesterday. The boys’ parents have 
employed counsel and will fight the 
case. 


A HEAVY - FINE. 


Twenty-five Dollars | for Carrying a 
Concealed Weapon. 


M. T. Heavey was fined $25 yester- 
day by Justice Morrison for carrying 
a concealed weapon. While heavy 
with grog, a few nights ago, Heavey 
went in search of two women of ques- 
tionable character, who he thought had 
taken refuge in certain lodging- 
house.

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“DEADLY TRUTHS.” 

The debate in the Senate of Spain 
on Thursday was prolific of some sur- 
prises and of no little excitement. 
Many recriminations were indulged in, 
and the unkind though severely truth- 
ful remarks of some of the speakers 
caused heartburnings to an unlimited 
extent. 

Sefior Gonzales, who declared that 
he spoke as a Spaniard and not as 
& partisan, put some shots straight 
into the bullseye. He said the time 
had come when the country must be 
told the truth, and he proceeded to 
tell it, in part. “For everything hap- 
pening now,” said he, “the whole 
country, the people, the parties, and 
the government, are responsible.” 
This does not fix the responsibility 
very closely, as to individuals, but it 
conveys the exact truth. Spain as a 
whole—the people, the parties and 
the government—is responsible for 
the disastrous war in which the coun- 
try is engaged. Spain is responsible, 
because as a nation she has pursued 
unwise, short-sighted, crue] and self- 
ish policies with respect to her col- 
onies from the beginning of her co- 
jonial history down to the present 
time, which is seemingly close upon 
the end of her colonia! history. Spain 
has proved herself to be utterly in- 
competent to govern her colonies, and 
therefore unworthy to bear the duties 
and discharge the obligations of such 
government. 

_ Continuing, in spite of attempted in- 
terruptions, Sefior Gonzales said: “J 
have many deadlier truths to tell. 
Spain has never known what a real 
colonfal policy is.” He declared that 
what Cuba really needed was “drastic 
Teorganization;” (which is just what 
“Cuba is about to get;) that the war 
policy, as well as Gen. Weyler’s pol- 
fey, had failed, and “autonomy had 
proved ineffectual because it was at- 
tempted too late.” The attempt at 
Butonomy was useful, he explained 
further, in that “it will allow Spain 
quit the American hemisphere, 


eonscious of having made a good at-. 


tempt.” 

These are indeed “deadly truths,” 
Soming from a Spanish Senator. The 
sefior’s words are prophetic, in that 
they virtually recognize the fact that 


Spain has received a notice “to quit 
the American hemisphere,” and the 
further fact that she will be’ obliged 
to obey those orders. The sooner the 
government and the people of Spain 
recognize these vital facts, and pro- 
ceed to govern themselves accordingly, 
the better it will be for them, the 
fewer lives they will sacrifice, and 
the less they will increase their al- 
ready gigantic mountain of debt. 


CAVING THE HITCHING ORDINANCE 
DOWN THE BANK. 


The City Council appears to be on 
the eve of raking the gigantic mis- 
take of repealing an important section 
of the hitching ordinance—the most 
important section, in fact, as this re- 
peal will afford vehicles for hire the 
opportunity to stand continuously in 
the business portions of the city, to 
the creation of an unspeakable nuis-°* 
ance and to the destruction of the 
pavement wherever these offensive 
stands are maintained. 

It is utterly ridiculous to concede 
the city’s thoroughfares to the busi- 
ness uses of any interest. The streets 
are for the use of all the people alike, 
and a hackman has no more right, in 
equity, to set up in business in front 
of a hotel than some other individual 
has to set a booth in some other 
place in which to sell chewing gum, 
soda water or fireworks. This truth 
is so self-evident that it is not to be 
controverted. A booth of that sort 
would be a manifest blessing in com- 
parison with the generally offensive 
Stable effect that surrounds a hack 
stand with an atmosphere that smells 
to heaven. | 
After @ long and vigorous cam- 
paign the city succeeded in freeing the 
business streets of the nuisance of 
hitched teams; the worst feature of 
the old way of doing business being 
the continuous standing of teams for 
hire. But with the benefits in plain 
sight every day, the Board of Public 
Works has recommended to the Coun- 
cil the repeal of this most important 
section of the ordinance. That body 
will be wise to lay this recommenda- 
tion on the table, where it belongs. 
There are people in Los Angeles, be- 
sides hackmen and expressmen, who 
not only have votes but most excel- 
lent memories! 


CLEWS’'S VIEWS. 

Henry Clews, in his latest financial 
review, takes a highly optimistic view 
of the financial situation. He says: 

“The growing strength of the’ finan- 
cial situation, which makes the pro- 
viding of $600,000,000 for immediate 
war expenses a matter of secondary 
concern, and productive of no degree 
of monetary disturbance, carries with 
‘it a most material contribution to pub- 
lic confidence and makes any really 
important reaction in the seturities 
market elmost impossible. The state- 
ment of our foreign trade for May ex- 
hibits another surprising addition to 
that excess of exports over imports 
which has been for many - months 
past piling up an extraordinary bal- 
ance in our favor due from nations 
which have always been large lenders 
to us upon open credit. The 
hew government loan attracts com- 
paratively little interest as an ele- 
ment in Wall-street movements. {t 
was wise to meet the popular demand 
for giving small investors an oppor- 
tunity to put their savings into these 
investments. We shall now see how 
far this class are disposed to prefer 
holding bonds to placing their means 
in the custody of the savings banks. 
The class who hitherto have been ac- 
customed to take these investments 
will be found willing to take an 
amount largely in ‘excess of the 
remnant not taken by the smaller 
class of investors. Wall-street «opin- 
ion does not attach much importance 
to this new supply of investments us 
an element affecting the value of ex- 
isting securities. For a long time 
past, there has been a comparative 
scarcity of new issues of securities of 
the highest grade, adapted for trust 
funds and the reserve funds of finan- 
cial institutions, and a large amount 
of money has been placed on deposit 
or otherwise temporarily employed 
until bonds of long date and .absolute 
security are forthcoming. These 
wants will take up all the new treas- 
ury issues without displacing any 
other existing securities, 


“The brilliant success of our navy 
has established such universal: confi- 
dence the world ever that nobody 
outside of Spain can possibly believe 
otherwise than that our antagonist is 
already signally defeated, and that 
any further action on Spain’s part is 
simply to court additional terrible dis- 
aster. It is for that reason that the 
war is now deprived of terror to the 
American people. When the war 
started it was supposed it would be 
principally a naval conflict. This was 
based on the number of modern guns 
and battleships of the two navies, 
which were considered to be about 
equal; but the qualities of the men 
in commend and of the gunners and 
sailors were not taken into considera- 
tion, for meither had been tested in 


atte It was soon found, however, 


| that scientific skill and generalship 


were vastly superior on our side. No 
stronger evidence of this is on record 
than Admirel sDewey’s victory, ‘which 
has no parallel in the world’s his- 
tory. It is now recognized that Spain 
is no Jonger a foe on the water. What 
more there is to ‘be done to bring the 
war to a close will belong mainly to 
the army, which will also have the 
valuable aid of the navy. Decisive 
victories, therefore, may be expected 
at Santiago, Porto Rico and Manila. 
The end of the war should then be 


near at hand. It is this showing, to- 
gether with this country’s great 
wealth and unlimited resources, that 


makes a government bond bearing 3 
per cent. interest look desirable as an 
investment, and why the subscriptions 
to the $200,000,000 war loan are likely 
to reach at least $1,000,000,000.” 


The President, in refusing to com- 
mission his nephews and in insisting 
that if they want to become soldiers 
they must enlist as privates, shows a 
spirit that many of the lesser officers 
of our government might well emu- 
late. Our grand chieftain in the 
White House is a soldier and appre- 
ciliates, not only the exigencies of the 
service, but, as is seen by this act, 
the proprieties of his high position as 
well. So far the nepotism of the ad- 
ministration may be attributed to sub- 
ordinates and not to the Chief Execu- 
tive, for which the nation will be 
thankful. 


The story of the landing at Baiquiri 
is full of absorbing interest. It must 
have been a great event, especially 
for the soldiers aboard the ships who 
never before had heard the bdeliow ofa 
thirteen-inch gun, to see the shells 
from the muzzles of those big fellows 
doing the summer-fallow plowing act 
in the soil of Cuba. To see these 
monster projectiles soaring aloft is 
not only a sight for sore eyes but to 
the enemy an object lesson in other 
kinds of sore spots. 


We are pleased to note that the 
commander of the dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius has again presented his com- 
pliments to the enemy with one ef 
those earthquakes of his with a pneu- 
matic force behind it, and as a con- 
sequence Cuba hes a large, raw hole 
in it where previously there was an 
elevation. As a changer of land- 
scapes the Vesuvius appears to be a 
brilliant success. 


We are learning something in Cal- 
ifornia as the war goes on. The new 
regiment from this State that !s be- 
ing called into the service will not 
only go into the field thoroughly 
equipped, but the boys are not going 
to be compelled to undergo a hiatus 
in the eating habit, for which they 
and theirs will doubtless be duly 
thankful. 


It is now stated, on authority, that 
Germany has neither asked nor ob- 
tained from the United States permis- 
sion to land troops at Manila. This 
is well. The United States forces 
there are fully able to protect all in- 
terests. If we should need assistance 
from Germany or any other power, 
we will ask for it. : 


The continued reports about Ger- 
man interference in the Philippines, 
that reach this country one day, only 
to be denied the next, gives ample 
assurance that this war has developed 
the most picturesque army of infernal 
liars and galvanized horsethieves that 
ever wrote a cablegram or a news- 
paper paragraph. 


All kinds of things are happening 
these days in the vicinity of Baiquiri, 
and he must indeed be a cold-blooded 
American who doesn’t wish he were 
there to have a hand in it, or at least 
to stand off on a distant eminence, 
well out of range, and watch the per- 
formance. 


All the way from Berlin comes the 
highly important information, if true, 
that “the relations between the Amer- 
icans and the rebels at Manila are 
strained.”” But it is not likely that 
the Spaniards over there are going 10 
leak through the meshes of the 
strainer, 


Dewey, the gallant sailor, may not 
have made that alleged remark to 
Prince Henry of Germany about get- 
ting in his line of fire, but it is just 
about what he would have said had 
the Prince shown any inclination to 
gayness. 


It begins to look as if we were 
getting ready to break the Sabbath 
at Santiago next Sunday with shells, 
small arms, siege guns and the war 
whoops of an invading army. But 
“the better the day the better the 
deed.” 


The shipowner who has a vessel 
that he wants to use in his business 
would do well to keep it at some 
other port than San Francisco for the 
time being; in other words, Uncle 
Sam will gobble it if he dont watch 
out. 


Now that Admiral Sampson’ gives 
the information that Hobson and his 
men are out of Moro Castle, there 
seems to be no reason why the Vesu- 
vius should not go back and complete 
the job so well commenced some days 
ago. 


The Queen Regent of Spain is said 
to have shipped her jewels and other 
“collateral” to Vienna, preparatory to 
leaving Spain at a moment's notice. 
Another illustration of the facility 
with which rats desert a sinking ship. 


Col. Laborde, the Cuban officer who 
reports on the Playa del Este skirmish, 
says: “Enemy's fight shameful.” (It 
is quite apparent that the tactics used 
against the Maine, which we still re- 
member, continue to be in force. 


And now, according to a San. Fran- 
cisco dispatch, “a highbinder war is 
imminent.”” As soon as Madrid hears 


of this, we shall heave daily, rumors 


of Austrian, French, German and R 
sian, intervention. °

A Letter to Her from the Hero of 
the Merrimac. 


Special Dispatch to the San Fran- 
alee Examiner:] CHICAGO, June 22.— 
The Record has the following from 
Little Rock, Ark.: Miss Ella Elliston, 
daughter of the late Judge R. P. Ellis- 
ton of Anniston, Ala., and a second 
cousin of Lieut. Richmond P, Hobson, 
who is here spending the summer with 
relatives, today received the first news 
yet to come from America’s young 
hero. Miss Elliston arrived in Little 
Rock six weeks ago. She is 22 years 
of age, and is engaged to be married 


to Lieut. Hobson. — wing is Lieut. 
Hobson’s letter, r ent to 
matters being omitted ‘at Miss EU 5- 


ton’s request: 
LIEUT. HOBSON’S LETTER, 

“IN PRISON, MORO CASTLE, SAN- 
TIAGO, June 6, 1898.—Dear Ella:. I do 
not know whether this letter will reach 
you or not, but my anxiety that you 
know that I still live is so great that 
I cannot resist an effort to let you 
know how well I came out of the little 
transaction in which I am given credit 
for having been the leading spirit on 
‘June 3 last. ; 
“First let me tell you why I am 
writing this. There is a friend of 
America on guard over me, although 
he is believed by the Spaniards to be 
true to the crown, and he has promised 
to get it to Gen. Garcia’s camp for me 
at all hazards. 

“Of course you have read in the’ 
public prints the general details attend- 
ing the daring acts of myself and seven 
comrades in undertaking to sink. the 
collier Merrimac at the mouth of San- 
tiago Harbor. When Admiral Sampson 
asked Capt. Miller who of his men 
wished to volunteer in an effort to 
bottle up Cervera’s fleet, I was, I be- 
lieve. first to respond that I would 
be .one to undertake the hazardous 
job. I thought only of my duty to the 
American government, together with 
the love for all the dear ones at home. 

“But we succeeded beyond all expec- 
tation. We all expected to go down 
with the explosion which sent the boat 
to the bottom, and when I think of it 
now it is remarkable that we got 
off alive, in view of the rain of Spanish 
bullets poured into us from the forts 
surrounding Moro Castle. The detailed 
accounts as published in the American 
press of the affair, and of the manner 
of our capture, while not wholly true, 
are at least thrilling, and I will not at- 
tempt to correct them at this time. 

“It was reported to me the second 
day after our capture that we would 
be at once exchanged, and all news 
bearing on the subject was furnished 
myself and comrades, but there seems 
to be some hitch in the proceedings 
somewhere, even to the cessation of 
letting us know when we we are to be 
let out. Admiral Cervera came to see 
us shortly after our capture, and gave 
orders that we receive good treatment 
at the hands of our captors, which has 
been accorded us. We are confined in 
the star chamber of Moro Castle. 


ASSURANCE OF HIS SAFETY. 


“IT will give the details of the whole 
affair as soon as I am certain you will 
receive my letters. But be brave, lit- 
tle girl. We are all right, and don’t 
allow your anxiety for me to unsettle 
your reason. I know how you must 
have felt when you first saw the ac- 
count of our bravery in sinking the 
boat that was to bottle up the Span- 
ish fleet in town for a short period. 
But I and my comrades only did our 
duty to the American flag, and that is 
always first and foremost in the mind 
and heart of every true American 
soldier, especially when it comes to 
demonstrating the daring deeds to be 
undertaken by her sailors.

“We are receiving splendid treatment 
at the hands of our captors, and have 
the assurance that no harm will come 
to us. Write father and mother that 
you have heard from me and tell them 
not to be uneasy about me. All of you 
feel perfectly easy. The person to 
whom I shall entrust the forwarding 
of this letter says he will get it to 
Gen. Garcia's lines in three days if pos- 
sible, and instruct the person he shall 
deliver it to to get on board an outgo- 
ing vessel for Key West at the earliest 
moment possible. Good-by. May God

ORIENTAL ADVICES. 


Steamship Peru Arrives—What Mon- 
tijo Says of His Defeat. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 24.—The 
steamship Peru arrived this morning 
from Hongkong and Yokohama, via 
Honolulu, bringing the following 
oriental advices: 

It is stated that the Japanese gov- 
ernment is about to order a battle- 
ship of over 15,000 tons, from an Eng- 
lish shipmaker. 

The Nagasaki Telegram states that 
the British government has assembled 
fifteen warships and torpedo boats at 
Che Foo. 

A correspondent of the China Mail 
has interviewed Admiral Montijo, who 
was defeated by Dewey at Manila. The 
admiral, who was wounded in the leg 
during the fight, said: “‘The responsi- 
bility of my defeat lies with the gov- 
ernment at Madrid. There were no 
proper vessels here. Ever since I as- 
sumed command of the navy station 
here, I have been asking the govern- 
ment for ships and torpedoes, but noth- 
ing came. I constructed some tor- 
pedoes for myself, but we did not have 
proper material and they were very 
bad. I knew from the first that my 
squadron was being completely de- 
stroyed. I knew the Americans had 
men-of-war, whereas my ships were 
incapable of fighting with any chance 
of success.”

LATE HONOLULU NEWS.

HONOLULU, June 17.—[Wired from 
San Francisco, June 24.)—The U.S.S.

FREIGHT HANDLERS STHIKE. 


Refusal to Pay Higher Wages Dis- 
astrous to Fruits.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 24.—The 
deck hands and freight handlers em- 
ployed by the California Transportation 
Company on their Sacramento River 
boats, went out on a strike today. The 
deck hands have been paid over $30 per 
month during the winter and in the 
spring get a raise of $5. Today the men 
demanded $40 per month and, being re- 
fused, they left the boats Pride of the 
River and Aurora. 

A few minutes later the stevedores 
on the dock demanded 35 cents per 
hour in place of 25 cents. The com- 
pany offered them 30 cents per hour, 
but they refused to accept and jéined 
the strikers. 

About one hundred and fifty men are 
out on strike, and as the company they 
work for is engaged in handling fruit, 
the matter is a serious.one. A squad of 
police from the harbor station was de-

PRESIDENT “LILI” HEREAUX. 


His Vain Attempt to Kidnap Jiminez 
at Monte Cristo. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT, COPYRIGHT. ] 


CAPE HAYTIEN (Hayti,) June 14.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.] Late Thursday, after most of 
this town had witnessed the annual 
procession of the Fete Cieu of Corpus 
Cristi, the President of the 
Dominican Republic, Gen. Ulysses 
Hereaux, quietly slipped into 
port on his shapely war yacht, 
the Restauracion, having returned 
from a fiying visit to Matthewtown, 
Grand Inyua, where, it is stated, 
strange as it may seem, he had fancied 
an opportunity would be afforded him 
to carry off Jiminez, the leader of the 
abortive attempt at revolution on 
June 2 at Monte Cristo. In the midst 
of his exultation over the ease with 
which this attempt was frustrated and 
the completeness of the discomfiture of 
‘the conspirators, Hereaux betrayed 
several times in conversation how great 
would have been his delight to get 
Jiminez, his former friend, and long- 
time enemy in his power, so that he 
could order him to be shot before his 
eyes. 

"One of the most remarkable things 
about the late disturbance in Santo 
Domingo is the celerity with which the 
nominal president but real despot of 
the country went to the scene himself 
and the energy and activity with which 
he pursued the conspirators and inves- 
tigated their ill-laid plans. Hardly 


lution had been attempted and sup- 
pressed before it was also learned 
that Hereaux, with two gunboats and 
a considerable number of troops was 
on his way from his capital, Santo Do- 
mingo to Puerto Plata and Monte 
Cristo, and a few hours later he was 
there on his first call after the affair, 
making inquiries as to the attitude of 
the Haytien authorities im regard to 
the embarkation of revolutionists on 
the Fanita. 

The decond gunboat, the Presidente, 
only paused outside of the harbor, and 
then went on to Porto de Paix, where 
the Fanita had stopped before coming 
here, where also some of the prepara- 
tions of the consiprators are supposed 
to have been made. Everything tindi- 
caites that Ulysses, or “Lili,” as he is 
familiarly called by friends and ene- 
mies alike, would have made as enter- 
prising a reporter as he is ruler. He 
worked up the story of the little insur- 
rection in the most thorough manner 
and told it afterwards with lively zest 
and piquancy, and not without clever 
embellishment. 

When the Restauracion first came in- 
to the harbor of Cape Haytien after 
the Monte Cristo affair, she did not 
have time, or else the commander-in- 
chief of the Dominican army and navy 
did not have the inclination, to salute 
the Haytien flag. No doubt Hereaux 
entertained a deal of suspicion 
of the Haytien authorities. This may 
not even yet be allayed. The ambition 
of Hereaux is not unequal to an at- 
tempt to consolidate the whole of the 
island under his sway, if ever a fair 
excuse and a fairer opportunity offered 
Though a little stronger in the arma- 
ment of her gunboats and in the paper 
strength of her army, the republic of 
Hayti is greatly inferior to that of 
Dominica in the warlike qualities of 
her people, as also in their capacity of 
culture and industrial and commercial 
advancement. 

One of the notable traits of Hereaux’s 
conversation while in the port of Cape 
Haytien, the second time (Thursday, 
the Sth,) was his contempt, not the 
least bit concealed, for the Haytians. 
Nevertheless on this visit he ordered 
the regulation salute of twenty-one 
guns to be fired, and it was returned 
after the usual lazy fashion by the

The walks and grounds about 
the building are finished and beautiful; 
no other building stands near enough 
to break the harmony of the picture; 
the pleasing and restful green sward 
reaches out to the bluff and the river 
below sends up its coolness on the 
breezes from the Iowa hills. This 
building is neither more beautifully 
located, nor more fortunately located 
than the Los Angeles county exhibit 
in the building. This exhibit occupies 
one entire end of the building; three 
great doors open out of it on to spa- 
cious steps and beautiful approaches; 
it is lighted and ventilated to the 
reatest degree of comfort. The ex- 
hibit is well placarded as being from 
one county, and that county Los — 
les. Many visitors must be told, daily, 
that such really is the case. It seems 
impossible for many to believe that it 
is not a State exhibit: and such a 
State exhibit as only California, with 
all her name and reputation could send 
out. 

“This exposition is classed next to 
the great Chicago World’s Fair in at- 
tractiveness; but Los Angeles county, 
here, cannot be classed second to any 
exhibit in artistic beauty and attrace 
tiveness.

in their attractive pen of sand, crawl- 
‘ine around an aquarium of gold fish. 
These things alone carry with them 
attractiveness enough for any exhibit; 
but in and around and over all these 
are the magnificent old mission arches, 
carrying so proudly their decorations 
of oranges and moss, supported by 
abutments, panneled with the ever-at- 
tractive, and to eastern people, ever- 
wonderful, palm stems. And, yet, all 
this is not the climax of beauty in this 
most beautiful exhibit; for the climax 
must be given to these beautiful bases 
of forms, stands, side shelvings, etc.

One Member Wanted Immediate Ar- 
bitration, but Others Didn't. 
City Clerk’s Estimate—To Modify 
the Hitching Ordinance, 


Owing to the failure of the’ Water 
Supply Committee of the City Council 
to come to some definite understanding 
as to the matter of the arbitration of 
the water question Thursday, it was 
thought that the special session of the 
City Council held yesterday afternoon 
to hear the report of the committee 
would consist only of a roll-call and 
am adjournment. The meeting was, 
however, of considerable length, and 
Was enlivened by a tilt over the ques- 
tion of arbitration, in which one of the 
members tried to run the negotiations 
in his own way, and at the same time 


a play for notoriety by upset- 


ting the carefully-laid plans which 
have been laid down by the city’s legal 
advisers for their guidance, so as to 
avoid entangling the city in techni- 
calities which might defeat the plan 
of municipal ownership of the water 
plant for perhaps years to come. 

At the opening of the meeting Chair- 
man Nickell of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee announced t6 the Council that 

. the committee had held a conference 
with representatives of the company 
the day before, and recited what had 
been done. He said there was little 
to report as to the matter upon which 
the committee had been’ instructed, 
viz., the perfection of arrangements to 
arbitrate. The company had demanded 
of the city a list of the properties, the 
value of which it desired to settle by 
arbitration, and that demand would 
be answered. Owing to the absence of 
Judge Chapman, the company’s legal 
adviser, it would be impossible for the 
company to report back to the com- 
mittee before next week, and next 
Thursday had been fixed as the date 
for another conference on the matter.

CITY CLERK’S ESTIMATE. 


Will Need During the 


Coming Year. 


City Clerk Hance has filed with City 
Auditor T. E. Nichols his estimate of 
the financial needs of his department 
for the fiscal year commencing July 1, 
his being the second estimate that the 
latter official has received. The Clerk 
makes: few: changes in the estimate of 
last year, some of them increases and 
others reductions. He has found that 
he can live well within what was al- 
lowed him last year, and his new esti- 
mate is made accordingly, as he will 
be able to turn back into the treasury 
something like $800 at the end of this 
year. He requests the appropriation of 
the following amounts for the purposes 
stated: ! . 

Salaries: City Clerk, $2400; one 
deputy, $1200; one deputy, $1080; one 
stenographer, $840; one copyist, $600; 
total, $6120. Additional assistance in 
preparing the tax rolls and recording 
the tax sales, $900; blank books, $400; 
binding, $150; printing, $400; stationery 
and supplies, $300; total for the depart- 
ment, $8270. 

This estimate includes an increase 
in the salaries of two of the deputy 
clerks and it is believed that the Audi- 
tor wijl allow it and approve the esti- 
mate.* Deputy Clerk Samuel Haskins, 
if the increase is allowed, will be paid 
$100 per month, and Deputy John Saun- 
ders will receive $90. Mr. Haskins has 
charge of the work’in the City Council 
and is considered thoroughly capable. 
Mr. Saunders has charge the records, 
such as licenses, etc., an@ his services 
are of a most important character. 
The contemplated increase in their sal- 
aries is but $10 per month each. 

The City Clerk is also custodian of 
the City Hall, and as such has charge 
of the janitor service. He has also 
filed his estimate of what he will need 
in that department, as follows: One 
chief engineer, $840; additional engineer, 
$840; one chief janitor, $660; two assist- 
ant janitors, $1200; two elevator: boys, 
$600; sundry expense account, $2150. In 
the Jatter item there has been a reduc- 
tion of $250, the custodian having found 
that mote money was allowed him than 
was needed.

THE HACKMEN WIN. 


One Section of the Hitching Ordi- 
mance to Be Repeated. 


If the City Council, as a whole, ap- 
proves. of the action taken yesterday 
by the Board of Public Works, that 
portion of the so-called hitching ordi- 
nance which relates to vehicles used 
for hire will be repealed. At the last 
meeting of the City Council the hack- 
men of the city, through their attor- 
ney, Byron Oliver, presented a peti- 
tion signed by several hundred prop- 
erty-owners, asking that the section 
of the’ ordinance which forbids public 
vehicles ‘standing On~ fme streets in 
the business section of the city be re- 
pealed. The petition was-referred to 
the Board of Public Works. 

At the regular weekly meeting of 
that body yesterday the hackmen and 
expressmen appeared in force. Attor- 
ney Oliver again appeared to en- 
deavor to secure favorable action upon 
the petition. He stated that a test 
case had been made of the ordinance 
in the Justice courts, and that a ver- 
dict of not guilty had been returned 
by the jury which tried the case. He 
thought it would be futile to prose- 
cute other cases under the ordinance 
when that case might be cited, and a 
similar verdict expected in all prosecu- 
tions. Instead of taking advantage of 
the result of the case, and moving their 
hacks back to the places forbidden 
them, the hackmen had continued to 
obey the law, and now appealed to 
the City Council for relief. They 
asked that section 2 of the ordinance 
.be repealed. This section forbids 
vehicles used for hire standing on cer- 
tain streets while waiting for employ- 
ment. After the matter had been gen- 


recommend to the Council that the 
objectionable section be repealed. 
The contract for the construction of 
a cement sidewalk on Twenty-second 
street between Thornton avenue and 
Vermont avenue, was awarded to C. 
C. Holcomb. 

Instructions were given the City En- 
gineer to present an ordinance of in- 
tention for the improvement by grad- 
ing, etc., of Fourth street between Los 
Angeles and Wall streets.

its last meeting. The protestafis had 
asserted that some of the streets were 
not thickly settled, and that novsani- 
tary necessity existed for the sé@wers. 
The committee found, however,®> that 
the condition of many of the eets 
did not bear out this statement) for 
one. street in particular was idly 
built‘ with residences, and there avere 
a number of houses on nearly @l of 
the streets in the district. The:@#om- 
mittee decided to deny al of the ‘pro- 
tests except those which refer to the 
portions of Ceres and Gladys avenues 
between Eighth and Ninth streets. 


Complain of the Water. 


A number of complaints were made 
yesterday at the health office about 
the quality of water that is now flow- 
ing through the mains supplied from 
what is known as the Bellevue reser- 
voir. Samples of water were brought 
to the Health officer, in which there 
was a green sediment, and the water 
was anything but clear. Dr. Powers 
explained the sediment by saying that 
it was a growth in the water which 
could be obviated if the reservoir was 
covered. He has held several con- 
ferences with representatives of ‘the 
water company, endeavoring to get 
the corporation to cover the reservoir, 
but as the entire plant of the com- 
pany must soon -be purchased by the 
city, the company thought it would 
be needless for it to place a roof over 
the reservoir, a work which would 
cost about $25,000.

TWO YOUTHS TRIED ON. A BUR- 
GLARY CHARGE. 


Norwood and Burton Imposed on a 
Kind-hearted Police Officer at 
‘Santa Monica, and Then Looted 
a Store of Silk Handkerchiefs.

Capt. J. A. Frazier takes exception 
to the objections which have been 
raised to his plan of giving soup to the 
poor, declaring that his idea has not 
been understood. He does not intend 
to establish a soup-house where the 
indigent can gather to be fed. His 
plan is to prepare a thick soup-jelly 
which can be issued along with bread 
and other food to be taken home and 
there prepared and eaten. He de- 
clares this less. expensive and more 
practicable than giving groceries to 
indigents. 

In the past seven months the hotels 
and restaurants of the city have given 
Capt. Frazier 42,000 pounds of bread, 
which he has given to the poor, and 
also about twenty tons of other food, 
including vegetables and cereals. He 
has given away 3200 suits of clothes 
during this time. He holds that Los 
Angeles by its liberal advertising of 
the advantages of Southern California 
throughout the East has not only at- 
tracted rich people, but poor ones, who 
once arrive here have been unable to 
depart, or sometimes through disease 
have been unable to support them- 
selves. They must be helped in the 
most enlightened way possible.

State Convention Discuss 
Juvenile Work. 
BAILORS AND LABORING MEN. 


DR. CHAPMAN DENOUNCES THE 
CALIFORNIA LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


He Discussés Camp Merritt’s Moral 
Atmosphere—Rev. Wayland Hoyt 
of Philadelphia Addresses a 
Great Audience, 


The work of the great Christian En- 
deavor Society in all its varied phases 
was discussed yesterday at the second 
session of the eleventh annual State 
convention. How to bring the little 
children, the hope of the race, into the 
protecting care of the church, was a 
theme that aroused all the sympathy 
and fervor of the crowded audience. 
The work among the men who go down 
to the sea in ships, among the volun- 
teers who will fight their country’s bat- 
tles in the Philippines, among the poor 
and the vicious, among street-car men 
and commercial travelers, among old 
and young, was described with the 
vividness that personal experience 
ves. 

The morning oedtate was largely de- 
voted to the re “of the. permanent 
officers and superintendnets.. The event 
of the aftertioon was a scathing ar- 
raignment by the eloquent Rev. E. S. 
Chapman of Oakland of the liquor busi- 
ness as conducted in California, and, 
his denunciation of the policy which 
permits forty-six saloons to offer temp- 
tation to thé volunteers in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood of Camp Merritt. Rev. 
Wayland Hoyt, one of the best known 
Baptist ministers in the country, who 
has come from Philadelphia to attend 
the convention, and Rev. William A. 
Gardner of San Francisco were the 
REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 


The day’s exercises began with a de- 
votional service, “Comrades of the 
Quiet, Hour,” ‘led by Rev. Hugh K, 
Walker, pastor of Immanuel Presby- 
terian Church. At 9:30 o’clock there 
was, a praise service conducted by E. 


an the annual reports of the officers 
nd‘ superintendents. 

Miss Belle P. Nason, superintendent 
of intermediate and junior work, re- 
orted the withdrawal of a number of 

aptist and Methodist Junior societies 
from the union. Since last July fifty- 
five new junior societies have been or- 
ganized and 109 new intermediate so- 
cieties. The total membership is now 
about twelve thousand. There are 
junior and intermediate organizations 
in ,forty-eight counties. Many En- 
deavor societies which have no junior 
branches admit the juniors to member- 
ship in their own society. 

M. Cc. Turner of San Diego, superin- 
tendent of ‘floating work,” told of 
evangelistic labors among seamen, 
There are committees at work from 
Eureka to San Diego. . During ~the 
year 200 services were held on board 
ships, 400 in seamen’s rest buildings, 
and 100 social gatherings were held for 
sailors. On this work $5000 was ex- 
pended during the year. Nine Chris- 
tian Endeavor societies were organized 
on ships. P 

Miss Mindora L. Berry of San Fran- 
gisco, superintendent of missionary ex- 
Sension, reported on ‘tthe work among 
Zhe army and navy, especially among 
the volunteers,. .E, C. Gilbert, the 
Dakland street railroad superintendent, 
#eported on the work among the com- 
wiercial travelers and railroad men. 

H. J. Waters of Oakland, superin- 
tendent of the “Tenth Legion,” de- 
clared that the Christian Endeavor 
societies of the State had been dilatory 
in advancing the work of the Tenth 
Legion. Its members promise to de- 
vote one-tenth of their income to 
charity and religion. 

Treasurer W. BE. McVay of Los Ange- 
les reported that during the year 
pe had been received. There was 


$4061 balance left over from last year, 
d the rest was paid in by 203 socie- 
ties. The expenditures equaled the re- 
ceipts. 

General Secretary Francis W. Reid 
of Clayton reported on the present 
standing of the State society. The 
denominations interested, with the 
number of unions and the number of 
members are as follows: 

Presbyterian, 147—5528; Congregation- 
al, 136—5809; Christian, 88—2639. Bap- 
tist, 40—1866; Union, etc., 62—2092; 
Nethodist Episcopal, 24—1320; Cumber- 
land Presbyterian, 20—595; Friends, 5— 
269; United Presbyterian, 8—273; Eng- 
lish Lutheran, 5—170; United Brethren, 
5—143; African M. E. 3—106; Methodist 


Episcopal South, 2—86; total, 6524 
societies, 20,896 members. Ninety- 
eight societies failed to report. 


They would raise; the totals to 622 
societies and 23,510 members, In addi- 
tion there are 12,000 juniors and inter- 
mediates. The secretary traveled 10,- 
000 miles and wrote 6000 letters. 

President Leonard Merrill of Los An- 
geles reported that during the past 
year he has written 700 letters, sent out 
2100 other pieces of mail containing 1500 
inclosures; he has traveled 3095 miles, 
visited twenty-seven societies, four 
city union meetings, five county union 
meetings for juniors and intermedi- 
ates, four county union meetings for 
seniors, one district convention for 
seniors, and one for juniors and inter- 
mediates. He has made twenty-seven 
addresses, eleven on the “Tenth Le- 
gion;” twelve on ‘Morning Watch” and 
foug special on Christian Endeavor, be- 
si a large number of informal talks; 
all this at a cost of only $79.05. “For the 
future,” said Mr. Merrill, “I see a 
broad field of usefulness for the youmg 
people of California. New lines of work 
will and are even at this moment com- 
ing up for our consideration and adop- 
tion, I may refer especialy to the work 
among the soldiers. God in His provi- 
dence is permitting us to have a large 
share in this work. Our own members 
among the soldiers ‘are being helped 
to stand firm for Christ, and large num- 
bers arebeing brought to the foot of the 
cross through the efforts of the young 
people.” 

President Merrill announced that the 
permanent committees had been filled 
as follows:

“SALOON MUST GO.” 


“The Saloon Must Go,” was the 
theme of a rousing temperance speech 
by Rev. E. 8. Chapman of Oakland, the 
Principal feature of the afternvon. 
With vigor and enthusiasm Dr. Chap- 
man told of the work in California of 
the Anti-Saloon League. The object of 
the organization is to unite the tem- 
perance forces for the single object 
of closing the open saloon. The cam- 
paign is to be complicated by no 
side issues like woman suffrage, at- 
tempts to prohibit the production of 
liquor, or attempts to elect a party 
ticket. The aim is to secure the plac- 
ing on the Australian ballot in city, 
county or State elections the question 
of “Saloon—Yes or No,” so that while 
voting his own party ticket, a man 
can. yet vote for prohibition. 

“Hell has no more hideous devils,” 
said Dr. Chapman, “than the man or 
woman who would hold out such 
temptations to the brave defenders of 
our country as surround our soldiers 
at Camp Merritt. There were already 
thirty-one saloons in the vicinity be- 
fore the camp was established, and im- 
medjately fifteen more licenses were 
issued. Then the Anti-Saloon League 
called a halt, and demanded that po 
more hell-holes should be licensed. 

There is one saloon for every ninety 
inhabitants of California, including 
idiots, GQhinamen, women and clergy- 
men, That is thirty-five times as many 
in proportion to the population as in 
Mississippi, sixteen times as large a 
Proportion as in Alabama. There are 
13,600 saloons in California. 

“Pasadena, Riverside, Redlands, 
Whittier, Alhambra, South Pasadena— 
these towns jin Southern California 
have driven out the saloon. The good 
work has begun. The allies of evil are 
‘trembling. Victory is approaching. All 
that we need is to unite our forces, for 
there are more good people in Califor- 
nia than you would suspect. The sa- 
Toon element is smaller than you think, 
but perfectly organized and _ united, 
and today it rules our cities. Let us 
unite against them.” 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


&. The afternoon’s exercises opened with 

devotional services, conducted by W. 
S. Windham of Pasadena, The City

SANG IN DARKNESS. 
Sudden darkness filled the great 
auditorium, half an hour after the 
evening session of the convention be- 
gan in the First Baptist Church. 
Something had gone wrong with the 
electric lights, and for fifteen minutes 
the immense audience sat in absolute 
ne, made resonant with sacred 
ng. 
The lights went out during the devo- 
tional services conducted by Prof. C. E. 
Tebbetts of Pasadena. There was 
absolute silence, no one stirring, every- 
one holding his breath to see what 
would happen next. The organist 
struck up the famous Christian En- 
deavor hymn, “Sunshine,” and the con- 
eregation joined in the singing. There 
were prayers by Rev. F. A. Culver, 
Secretary Francis Reid and Rev. C. S. 
Mason, then the audience sang “At the 
Cross.”” Suddenly and as unexpectedly 
as they had gone out, the lights blazed 
up again. he delegates blinked a 
moment, and the interrupted pro- 
gramme was resumed. 
Rev. William A. Gardner of San 
Francisco delivered an address on 
“Christ, the Master Builder,” in 
which he told of the responsibility 
which rests upon every man to build 
for himself a fine and splendid char- 
acter, modeled after Christ's own soul. 
“Are you building like the Master?” 
said Dr. Gardner. ‘Tomorrow morn- 
ing when you wake ask yourself, ‘How 
would Jesus Christ conduct himself 
if He were here today,’ Seat Jesus 
Christ at your desk, give Him your 
check-book and accounts, and ask 
yourself exactly. what He would do 
were He in your place. Then try to 
live just as He would: have done, and 
when your labors are over you may 
rest assured that you will hear, ‘Weill 
done, thou good and faithful servant.’ ” 


DR. HOYT’S ADDRESS. 


Dr. Wayland Hoyt of Philade} 
the distinguished Baptist minister’ 
of the trustees of the National Society 
of Christian Endeavor, who has come 
from the East to attend the California 
convention, preached on resistance to 
evil, and character-building. His ad- 
dress was of unflagging interest, and 
his patriotic utterances were received 
with warm applause. 

“Crown the right, the pure, the true,” 
said Dr. Hoyt, “and keep them crowned, 
and in their presence the bad and the 
false will fade away. Evil thoughts 
do not become sinful until we begin 
to delight in them, but if we would 
rid our minds of evil suggestions, we 
must fill them all the time with noble 
ideas and aspirations. Keep a few 
pages of the Testament and of Tenny- 
son's poems in your vest pocket, and 
read them when evil thoughts come to 
you. How many of you are filling your 
minds with noble things by systematic 
reading? Cultivate the good and read 
great literature. 

“What knowledge have you of the 
history of your own country? Ours is 
the only nation under the stars that 
ever was great and Christian and noble 
enough to enter into a war simply for 
the sake of humanity. Study our coun- 
try’s history and get some conception 
of what a heritage you have, of what 
a magnificent thing it is to be a citizen 
of this magnificent country, of this 
nation that will hustle the atrocious, 
superstitious Spain out of this western 
continent of ours. 

“It takes no brains to criticise. The 
people who stay behind are the peo- 
ple who find fault, mostly. It is easy 
to sit in one’s easy chair and criticise 
the way the present war is conducted. 
I say God bless President McKinley! 
He is one of the truest, purest, most 
patriotic, most Christian American in 
the United States. What has been ac- 
complished in the two months since 
war began is marvelous.” 

OVERFLOW MEETING. 

The crowd was so great that as many 
people were turned away from the con- 
vention doors as gained admittance. It 
was a most convincing argument of the 
great need of a large convention hall 
as a permanent possession of the city. 
For the benefit of those unable to enter, 
an overflow meeting was held at the 
Immanuel Presbyterian Church, with 
addresses by Dr. E. R. Dille and Dr. 
E. S. Chapman of Oakland. 

Dr. Dille’s address was a partiotic 
discussion of the relation. of present- 
day political and social questions to the 
life of the Christian.

A PROMISING OUTLOOK. In re- 
gard to the bright financial prospect 
which lies before the United States, 
after the termination of the war with 
Spain, the Bankers’ Monthly says: 

“The termination of the war with 
Spain will find us prepared to enjoy 
the abundance which is ours, and all 
lines of trade may be expected to par- 
ticipate The textile industries are 
showing some tendency toward im- 


provement, particularly with reference 
to cotton goods, where a slight ad- 
vance in print cloths is taken to indi- 
eate a turn toward better conditions. 
Iron and steel are continuing the re- 
markable output which has been noted 
in recent months. The foreign markets 
are taking more and more of the 
products of this industry, and it is in- 
teresting to note the reason assigned 
by an authority for our ability to en- 
ter these markets. ‘The cheapening of 
the cost of production,’ says Col. Henry 
F. Blount, ‘is the principal reason 
which enables the manufacturers’ to 
export the product. In part this cheap- 
ening in the cost of production is due 
to reduced freights. As an instance, 
when the Illinois Steel Works began 
to use ore from Northern Michigan 
the freight on a ton of ore from Es- 
eanaba to Chicago was $1.25. Today it 
fe 18 cents. Another very important 
item of labor-saving and consequent 
cheapening in the cost of production 
is the method of charging the fur- 
naces, which is now largely mechani- 
eal. Yet another important factor is 
the increase in the size and capacity 


of the furnaces, with a great reduc- 
tion in the relative consumption of 
fucl. Whereas, under the old order of 
things. 4900 pounds of coke were re- 


quired to smelt a ton of ore, only from 
1800 to 160) pounds are now required.’ 
“The money market is more favor- 
able to borrowers. Funds are begin- 
ning to move to the creat centers, and 
the reenit is there is an easy market. 
With the coming of lower rates, there 
hes been a ‘tendency to renew the in- 
Vestment movement in sterling bills, 
which was a pronounced feature of the 
winter months when the morey market 
in New York was exceedingly low for 
aveeks, and foreign rates were tempt- 
ing. There is not exactly ,this con- 
Junction of an easy market home and 
a hard market abroad, for the § im- 
ports of new gold from Australia and 
Africa into England have had. their 
effect upon the London market. The 
delay of Congress in passing the 
Revenue Bill hes permitted many who 
were holding funds to be invested in 
the new bonds to employ their money 
Otherwise. There does not appear to be 
any likelihood of a stringency for some 
time to come.”

Manila hemp is the 
fiber of a species of banana (Musa tex- 
ilis.) Which thrives in certain localities, 
where it is cultivated by the natives.

Numberless con- 
trivances to supersede this simple 

rocess have been tried and patented, 

ut without success. The native way 
i8 still the best, and it produces a fine 
fiber, of which thread is spun and cloth 
Woven that excels the best Tussore 
Manila hemp is one of the lead- 
ing products of the Philippines, and it 
represents one of the most important 
industries of the islands. The superior 
qualities of the material are well 

own to seafaring men of all nations, 
and to those connected with hempen 
industries everywhere. It is exported 
to the United States, Great Britain. 
Continental Europe, Japan, China and 
Australia. Forty-one per cent. of the 
export trade is with the United States, 
the value for the year 1897 being $2,-

Mr. Griffin is a cannery man of na- 
tienal reputation, having made severa] 
trips to Europe to study up the meth- 
ods used by Europeans in handling sar- 
Gnes. He is also well known in San 
Pedro, being at one time superintend- 
ent of the Hanniman Fish Company 
here, and is one of the best posted men 
on such matters in the United States. 

“There is also a similar movement 
on foot, headed by Messrs. Wolf & Co. 
Mr. Wolf represents heavy interests, 
being himself the owner of several 
large canneries in the State of Maine. 
They recently had a_ representative

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Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, June 24.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say in tomor- 
row'’s issue that very little of the new busi- 
ness seen, in proportion to the aggregate, 
has been caused by the war. Not any dis- 
coverable by ordinary tests has been pre- 
vented by war. Neither has the collapse of 
the wheat speculation caused the excessive 
relative decrease of shipments, for exports 
continue remarkably large. Gold comes or 
does not come, as we want it, the world’s 
markets being evidently at our command. An 
offering ef bonds by the government brings 
out at the start bids for more than three 
times the amount offered, while the popular 
subscription already for three-quarters of 
the amount exhibits in strong light the con- 
fidence of the people. Wheat ceased to fall, 
and begins to rise in price, because foreign- 
ers’ needs are not yet satisfied. Atlantic ex- 
ports for the week were: Wheat, flour in- 
cluded, 3.246.205 bushels, against 1,445,947 last 
year: Pacific exports, 517,152, against 87,089 
last year, and the demand is not of a spec- 
ulative character. The world’s need of grain 
is greater than ever, and. 213,821,567 bushels 
wheat and 207,317,483 bushels corn have gone 
abroad already, with a week to spare; far 
more than was ever before exported in one 
After falling to 80 cents for cash and 
y, wheat rose to 83 for cash and 
79 for July, with foreign demands. Corn was 
steady, without much fluctuation, exports be- 
ing 2,574,723 bushels for the week, against 
1,660,922 last year. Of other grain exports 
have been unusually heavy. The industries 
at the season when stoppages are to be ex- 
pected maintain production surprisingly. 
There are very few interruptions on account 
of labor and wage scales for the year have 
nearly all been amicably settled. The iron 
industry is very dull at the East, with com- 
plaint that prices do not rise, but at Pitts- 
burgh and the West the works arg getting 
more business constantly, and are even com- 
peting so sharply that prices are slightly 
lower for bars, cut nails, steel rails and 
gray forge, while southern iron is also of- 
fered lower there than at the East. The 
enormous demand from agricultural regions 
for implements, fencing, cars, railway equip- 
ment and all sorts of building is the new fea- 
ture of this remarkable year. Minor metals 
are fairly steady, with tin at 15.2 cents. Lake 
copper at 11.75, with 22.741 tons produced in 
the United States and 6486 abroad in May, 
and lead is strong. at 3.95, with only moder- 
ate transactions. Wool is stronger a shade, 
1.0 queted by Cates Bros., averaging 18.2 
cents, against 18.64 June 1, but because of 
western agemand and such demands which are 
relatively 4 cents above prices which manu- 
facturers will pay, excepting to fill immedi- 
ate orders. As the future of the trade is in 
éoubt, though with more hopeful prospects, 
sales of wool have been in three weeks only 
11,695.30 pounds, as against 29,585,100 in the 
Same week last year, and 23,.728.200 in the 
same week of 1892. Cotton has weakened 
three-sixteenths, with excellent crop pros- 
pects. Failures for. the week have been 285 
in the United States, against 216 last year, 
and 1] in Canada, against 24 last year. 


Bredstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, June 24.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that a reflection of the ad- 
vanced stage of the season is\found in a 
perceptible quieting down of distributive 
trade in many parts of the country. and ac- 
companying this have been announcements 
of the fixing of periods of anaual shut-downs 


in many industrial lines, but significant of 
the changed conditions which now animate 
and control business, as compared with cor- 
responding periods in previous years are the 
continued large gains in the volume of bank 
clearings over preceding years, quite favor- 
able reports from most of the country’s lead- 
ing industries, notably iron and steel, in 
which next year's wage scales are being ad- 
justed with unexampled ease, comparatively 
heavy exports of cereals and the products 
from most of the leading ports, and rather 
less than the usual shaking of prices com- 
mon at this period of the year as the result 
of the advance into the midsummer period. 
Following the demoralization in wheat prices 
come to a more steady tone, and the growth 
of a feeling that perhaps the ‘‘bear’’ move- 
ment in prices may be overdone, as was the 
* bull’’ movement which culminated a month 


ago. With the exception of a rather spotted 
condition of the whole crop in diffrent 
States, chiefly as the result of too much 


moisture, the crop situation in the country, 
as a whole, has rather improved. Less is 
heard of extravagant wheat crops, but the 
production of a crop of wheat in excess of al 
previous totals is expected. The iron situ- 
ation has not developed sufficiently to allow 
of any very pronounced forecasts of next sea- 
son's business. Less satisfaction is ex- 
pressed in the woolen goods trade, and 
business here -is classed as slow and un- 
profitable, with raw wool reflecting dullness 
in manufacturing and in unchanged eastern 
quotations. Cereal exports are nearly enough 


smaller than in recent weeks, but 
are still in excess of, those of preced- 
ing years. Wheat shipments for the 


week aggregate 3,799,470 bushels, as against 
4.396,000 bushels last week, but compared with 
2.156,000 bushels in this week a year ago. 
Corn exports show a very slight falling off, 
aggregating for the week 3.902,521 bushels, 
against 4,196,000 bushels last week, and 
2.281.000 bushels a year ago. Business fail- 
ures for the week in the United States are 
abnormal, numbering 220, as compgred with 
207 last week, 215 this week a year ago, Busi- 
ness failures in the Dominion’ of Canada 
this week number 19, as compared with 19 
last week, and 17 in this week a year ago. 
Bradstreet's financial rev'ew tomorrow will 
say that early in the present week the specu- 
lation degenerated into a dull, professional 
affair. Prices saggecd cff without much ani- 
mation being shown, and later on rallied un- 
der manipulation directed against the short 
interest. which had apparently attained con- 
siderable proportions. At the close of the 
week a stronger tone avpeared in the favor- 
able crop advices from the West, and a belief 
that the occupaticn of Sentiag6 would lead to 
an carly peace. There was a lack of public 
perticipation throughout, and the market be- 
came professional in qualty, while Europe 
has hardly been an appreciable factor. The 
dullness and sagging tendency are ascribed 
to a number of influences. The concentration 
of attention upon the government bond issucs 
has been one of the chief of them, though the 
success of the popular subscription and the 
absence of any disturbance in the money mar- 
ket from that cause tend to deprive it of fur- 
ther force. It may, indeed, be noted that the 
market for railroad bonds has been excep- 
tionallytionally strong and that a good de- 
mand for investments has asserted itself, ex- 
tending from the high-grade bonds to issues 
of a secondary grade. The market, howevr, 
could hardly fail to be chilled, temporarily 
at least, by the approaching influence of the 
stamp duties of the War Revenue Bill, which 
affects Stock Exchange dealings, loans of 
money and transactions in foreign exchange 
with more or less severity. In afct, as re- 
gards the stock market, there is some trepi- 
dation shown as to whether or not the insti- 
tution of a tax of $2 per 100 shares will not 
tend to reduce public interest. The exchange 
has, it is true, taken the matte. boldly, and 
resolved that the customer and not the broker 
shall be charged with the tax, and it remains 
to be seen whether the additional cost to 
speculative transactions will be disregarded 
or not. It would seem that speculative in- 
tcrests have been somewhat discouraged by 
the declines in the grice of grain and the 
conflicting accounts é | the crop results and 
prospects. The bull movement of pr'ecs dur- 
ing the past year has had for its foundation 
the high prices at which American breadstuffs 
sold and the heavy foreign demand for them. 
Consequently the drop in prices, and the per- 
sistent stories cof damage to tue crops, hive 
had more or less effect, particularly as they 
are accompanied by indications that western 
railroad earnings will not compare favorably 
w'th those of the last few months, when the 
excepticnally heavy grain movement was in 
progress. In fact, it is claimed that this was 
the cause for the stoppage of bullish support 
and manipulation in some of the prominent 
radiroad stocks, and the hesitating tone the 
market assumed as soon as doubts as to the 
crop began to appear. The rally later on 
was, indeed, based on the apparent fallacy of 
the crcp-damage stories.

THE LINE OF MARCH. 


Streets to Be Traversed by the 
Fourth of July Parade. 


Grand Marshal Johnstone Jones 
presented a report to the Fourth of 
July Executive Committee yesterday 
afternoon, practically embodying the 
line of march, and formation of the 
parade. The column forms at the cor- 
ner of Eighth and Main streets, the 
head of the procession starting from 
there at 10 o’clock sharp, moving north 
to the junction of Spring and Main 
streets, thence south on Spring to 
Fifth, west on Fifth to Broadway, 
south along Broadway to Sixth, thence 
to Olive, north to Fifth, east to Broad- 
way and north on Broadway to the 
Courthouse, where the parade will dis- 
band. This makes a march of about 
three miles, and will occupy about two 
hours. 

A letter was ordered written to the 
managers of the various transporta- 
tion lines, asking them to keep the 
route clear of cars while the proces- 
sion is moving. 

The Chief of Police will be asked to 
send out the mounted police, also the 
riflemen, to head the parade, and the 
proper officer will be requested to 
sprinkle and clean the streets over 
which the procession passes, at an 
early hour on the morning of the 
Fourth. 

It will cost the committee $39 to fire 
the salutes at sunrise and to start the 
parade, but even this was considered 
cheap, and Seret. I. D. Jaynes will have 
charge of the affair. 

The Fireworks Committee say that 
for a contract price of $1125, they have 
secured a display surpassing anything 
ever attempted in Southern California, 
and one which will give nearly two 
hours of entertainment. 

Messrs. Vetter, Todd and Stimson 
will wait on the Board of Supervisors, 
as a committee, to ask them for an 
appropriation from the fund used to 
induce immigration to this city and 
county. 

The report of the treasurer and 
chairman of the Finance Committee 
was very satisfactory. It shows a 
balance on hand of $3404.31, with $€69 
in the hands of committees not brought 
in. There are seventeen committees 
to be heard from, and a low estimate 
of the amount which should be turned 
im by them places it at $805. 

The committee will meet next week 
nearly every day, as the work will ne- 
cessitate this. They adjourned last 
night to meet on Monday afternvon at 
2 o'clock. 

The question of sashes for the aides 
was determined yesterday.

PASADENA, June 24.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Although no prosecutions have yet 
followed the passage by the City Council of 
the special order and appropriation for a raid 
on illegal drinking-shops, this action has 
caused a stir in the city that is increasing 
rather than abating. It has proven a burr 
under the cruper for the proprietors of these 
dives, has caused them to double their pre- 
ceutions, and has cut down their business. 

They are not so ready to let everybody~be- 
hind the screen as. they were, and it is not 
BO easy as it used td be to get a ‘Pasadena 
cocktail’’ (a compound of preps. pare- 
goric, anodyne linimént and whisky’ in equal 
parts.) The keeper of ore of these so-called 
“blind pigs’’ has shut down entirely, and 
others are not able to fully enjoy the beauties 
of this serene and glorious ciimate, on ac- 
count of anxiety and remorse. 

Pasadena’s famous prohibitory ordinance, 
No, 220, which is at the bottom of this agita- 
tion, permits restaurant-keepers to serve wine 
and beer with meals during dinner and supper 
hours, and certain parties have abused this 


oors and electric buzzers, and sellings Ifquors 
| at all-hours, having a guard 
on duty to ring the bell should an ,fficer or 
suspicious person appear. 

Some of these back-rooms are equipped for 
the promotion of the great American game of 
poker, and a “‘kitty’’ is fed for the enrich- 
ment of the proprietor. The city has not sud- 
denly become a dom. It is simply trying 
to suppress what other cities license. There 
are only a few of these young-man traps, but 
a few are too many for Pasadena. The pro- 

rietors are not influential in any way. can’t 

said to have a “pull’’ of any sort, and their 
depredations have not as yet become as grave 
as they might be. 

There is on foot,a movement for a chance 
in the liquor ordinance. ‘‘As it stands now, 
it is very easy for a restaurant-keeper to vio- 
late the law and not get caught,’’ says one 
of the police force, ‘‘He has a right to keep 
certain liquors and to sell them at certain 
hours.

NORTH FOR NAVY SERVICE. 


Pinta May be Used for Patrol Duty— 
Schooner Emma and Louisa 
Brings News and Empty Bottles 


from Honolulu—The Corwin’s 
Captures. 
SAN DIEGO, June 24.—[Regular Corre- 


Spondence.] At last the Naval Reserves, or 
at least a part of them, will have something 
to do in active service. Orders yere received 
yesterday by Ensign T. M. Shaw, U.S.N., 
from Lieut. Turner, commanding the bat- 
talion of reserves, to select twenty-one men 
at once from the San Diego division, and 
proceed to San Francisco. The transporta- 
tion has been arranged with the Santa Fé 
and Southern Pacific, and in all probability 
the men will leave tomorrow. 

Today the men, all single, were selected 
and put through a rigid examination, that 
none should be rejected after reaching San 
Francisco. There were fifty men at last 
night's meeting on board the Pinta. all beg- 
ging Lieut. Shaw for a chance to be included 
in the crew to go to the front. Those finally 
selected were told to be on hand for ex- 
amination this morning. Of the twenty-one 
to go forward twelve will be seamen. three 
firemen, three machinists and a wardroom 
cook, steward and mess attendant. 

e men, upon arrival at san Francisco, 
will enlist in the regular navy, and for the 
time being will drop out of the Naval Re- 
serve. They will, however. get a year’s leave 
of absence from the adjutant-general of the 
State, thus preserving their connection with 
the reserve, and securing the benefit of their 
records in target practice. medals for long 
Service, etc. The men will wear Naval Re- 
serve uniforms to San Francisco, there to 
be supplied with new ones. 

Lieut. Shaw is of the opinion that the 
Pinta will soon be fitted up for some kind 
of patrol duty, as the authorities have aksed 
for an estimate of the cost of replacing her 
boilers. The Pinta is in good kane other- 
wise, and can add to her long record of 
usefulness. 

Col. A. G. Gassen of the Governor's staff 
is in charge of the farewell demonstration to 
be given to the sailor boys tomorrow after- 
noon. The Mayor and city officials, military 
organizations, citizens, bands and general 
public will turn out to give the boys a hearty 


godspeed. 
FROM HONOLULU. 

The schooner Emma and Louisa, Capt. Lew 

arris, arrived last evening from Honolulu 
and Kahului, after a pleasant trip of twenty- 
two days. She is longer than that from 
Honolulu, owing to the bursting of the water 
cask when five days out, and the enforced 
return to Kahului for another cask. The 
men did not suffer for fresh water in the 
mean time, having a small supply in a smal! 
keg in the dingy. While getting to the an- 
chorage at Kahului the Emma and Louisa 
narrowly escaped destruction upon a reef. 

The schooner brings 600 sacks of rice, fifty 
bunches of banagas and 100,000 empty bot- 
tles. All are consigned to the San Diego 
Commercial and Milling Company. The 
empty bottles are perhaps the most profit- 
able part of the cargo. They will go prob- 
ably to the San Diego Brewery. Honolulu is 
a great market for beer, and is therefore 
able to supply a big lot of “‘dead soldiers” 
upon demand. The Emma and Louisa has 
made the trip to Honolulu several times, 
and constantly increases her business, show- 
ing that even with limited facilities there is 
money in the exchange of commodities be- 
tween Southern California and the islands. 


CAPTURED BY THE CORWIN. 


The cruiser Corwin, which is now sta- 
tioned at Ballast Point, has made two cap- 
tures of small craft that have attempted to 
violate the regulations for the navigation of 
the harbor. As Congress is now framing a 
law for the severe punishment of men who 
disregard these regulations, or tamper with 
Submaine mines, it is likely that offenders 
will not escape so easily as heretofore.
